No wonder ſuch, helliſh Deſigns were laid by 
men whoſe confidence almoſt exceeded Admiration. 
For though the Plot were in {ome part at that time 
difcover'd, yet did they venture to carry on their 
Deſign, and kindled a Fire near Limehouſe , the 
i 8th of Sept. 1678, as is already mention'd, which 
in three or four hours time conſum'd and laid level 
with the ground between forty and fifty Houſes, 
and had queſtionleſs made a greater devaſtation, 
had not the ative Courage, and unwearted Toil of 
the SeameEn put a ſtop to'the fury of the Flames, 
Whence we may be well afſur*d that they had reſo- 
tlutely intended the utter defolation of this Antient 
and Potent City (in nothing more unhappy then 
in the largeneſs of her Extent) had not the diſco- 
very of their Treaſons and villanous Impieties 
warm'd them with fuch another kind of miraculous 
heat, as melted their Cabals, yet coold the vio- 
tence of their fiery proceedings. 


The Jetuits had {oon the ſcent, which only the 


{mother made, in their Noſes; having a ſmart Intel- 
ligence that Dr. Oates had been in company with a 
Proteſtant Miniſker. This ſtartl'd the Provincial,

And to make good the Attempt , 
the Papal Force in both Nations was to be Armed, 
and that under Officers and Commanders com- 
miſſionate1 by St. Peter's Authority, given to the 
General of the Jetuits at Rome, and by him con- 
vev*d to the Provincial of the ſame Ocder; in Eng- 
land. | In this, fomewhat mannerly, that the King 
was not to fall alone, but to be attended by tome 
of his neareſt Relations . , and choiceſt Peers, of 

which number was his own Brother, it he did 
not fully anſwer their ExpeRations, the Prince of 
Oranre , the Duke of Ormond, 'and the Earl of 
Sha ef1sbury. | 

Into E-ortund twelve Scotch Jeſuits were ſent 
by Order from the General of the Society, and 
had a Thouſand Pound given them by Le Cheeſe, 
the Freach King's Conteflor, to keep up the Com- 
motions in Scotland, and had Inftructions given 
them to carry themſelves like 2 onconformiſts among 
the Presbyteriass, the better to drive on their De- 
ſign.

But Heaven, that ſaw and with indignation 
beheld the dark and infernal Prattices of/ them , 
that by acting contrary to all Piety and Virtue, 
were bringing a Reproach and Scancal upon Hea 
ven and Chriſtianiry it ſelf, would no longer ſuffer 
them to proceed in iuch an Execrable Tragedy. 
A Crime that had it come to Execution , Hell 
would have bluſt*d, and the Devils in nnion amons 
themſelves, might have had a profpect of ome pro- 
bability of Mercy , beholdins men more wicked 
then they. 

The Diſcovery then being fully refolv*d upon 
in the Breaſt of Dr. Oates, he- makes his firſt 
Applications to' Dr. Tongue , both for his Ad- 
vice and Afiſtance.

Beings thus ſecure of the Diſcovery, and the 
Diſcoverer as well ſecurcd, the main bufineis 
now lay all \in- good proof and fair Tefti- 
mony. Which as on our ſite there . was ll 
care taken to find out, ſo on the Contpirators 
behalf, there was no ſtone: left unturn'd, no 
Labour of imagination omitted to vilitie, and 
enervate, and to reproach and fcandalize what: 
>ycr witneſſes appear'd. 

And therefore before we go any farther, it 
will be requilite to ſay fomerhing in Juſkifica- 
tion of his perfon, who was the Mirſt and main 
Diſcoverer, and to whom the Nation is mot 
chiefly beholding. 

All the World.cannot but be very apprenen- 
live., that it is the Intereit of the Roman Ca- 
tholics to vindicate their reputation it they can;

Or if he had heard or ſeen them, that he 
ſhould ſo pertctly remember them: and tken 
again if he were 1o converlant among the Con- 
ipirators , why he ſhould not do it ſooner. 

In the laſt place, they rags ah that it 1s not 
probable , tht they who ſo-chearfully blended 
their Blood with that of his Majeſtics moſt faith- 
ful Proteſtant SubjeRs in the late Wars, ſhould 
fo ſtrangely alter their minds, as with tfuch an 
unheard of Unanimity to combine to murder 
the Kins, for whole Father they had ſo Re- 
ligiouſly fought, and deſtroy the Liberty of a 
Nation which they had endeavoured to  main- 
tain with their Lives. Plauſible infinvations in- 
deed, but of no moment, when judicioully weigh- 
cc and: con{idered. | 

For as to the Education of DoQor Titus Oates, 
he vas bred a Student in Saint Fohz's | 
in Cambridve;, 1:either 1s 1t probable that he for-p 
gor his [exrning, but rathcr highly improved it, 
by his £&ins out Doctor 1n Divinity at Sala- 
1321Ca iN Sparn : ; where he did all his Exerciles, 
more Bilficolt than what are performed among 
1s here, * He was allo for fume time a Miniſter 
at Chicheſter , an1 at length Chaplain to the 
Duke of ÞYorfoik, 

In all. thele Stations the ſobriety of his Life 
and Converf:rion was fuch, as Freed him alto- 
gether fron the ſtain of Debauchery: In which 
{reſpett - may well appeal to the 7eſuires them- 
felves, who won! never have efteemed him as 


they 
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they did, by conferring their Order upon him, 
and truſting him ſo far, had they not found 
him a ſober perlon and fit for their pur- 


pole. 
When he was Chaplain to the Duke of MVer- 


folk, he overheard ſome whilperings among the 


Prieſts,, by which-he colle&ted., that there were 


{ome great deſigns on Foot , though he coul1 
not find out what they were.

Of all hich he has 
ven ſuch ar cual Account, confirmed by othcr 
abies and collateral Evidence, that a- 
mons {nch a number of particular occurrences, 
10 one thing has contradicted another , nor in- 
terfe,”d with thoſe papers that have been found 
eilzwhere, or with thoſe Informations _ have 
been fepar ately given in by other Perſons. 
Nor was it yothble that the Grand Rk of

Juogments, and by vhom he was fully exami- 


ne:! ſnould be to \mpoſed upon by one Man, as 
to Vote upon, as!

As to the time of his Diſcovery, hai he 
made 1t upon his firſt knowledge, he had acted 
with leſs prudence, and th: Oppolition -he has 
met with plainly ſhews, that the Kingdota might 
probably have loſt the advantage of - -his delay , 
had he come unprovided to atteſt thoſe thi N95 
which he could not fo well have proved. Nor 
was he at his own diſpoſal , when firſt he cn- 
ter into their Society. So that had he moved

1678. tpoken moſt deſperate treaſonableinvords 
againit the King, and being the next day ap- 
prehenced for the {ame , was brought publicly 
to his Tryal at the King's Bench Bar in We#- 
minſzer Hall , npon the twenty firſt of the ſame 
Month. |

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This Staley was a Goldimith in Coverr-Garden, 
and the reaſon of his inveteracy againſt the King, 
is ſaid to be, for that being a Papiſt and a Gol4- 
ſmith that dealt in money , he found his Trade 
decay; becauſe the Catholicks, with whom his 
chiefeſt dealings were, call'd in their money 
_ than he deſir'd, upon the diſcovery of the . 
Plot. 

The Treaſon urged againſt him was this, that 
being at the Black Lyon in King-(treet in the new 
Buildings between High Holborn and Long-acre 
with one Fromante his Friend : the faid Fromante, 
among other diſcourſe, was ſaying, That the 
King of England was a great Tormentor of the peo- 
| ple of God. Upon which, the ſaid Staley flew out 
 intoa violent Paſſion, and made anſiver, with the 
addition of other irreverent words , That the 
King was a great Heretick , there's the heart, and 
here's the hand, I would kill him my ſelf. 

Theſe words being ſpoken in French, were di- 
ſtinaly underſtood by two Ergl;ſh Gentlemen, 
that oyer-heard and ſaw the ſaid Staley when he 
ſpoke them, the door of the Room being open.

_ That the great Civil Offices and Dignities of 
the Kingdom were allo to be diſpoſed of, and that 
Coleman was to have been Secretary of State, and 
had a Commiſſion from the Superiours of the 
Jeſuits, to a& in that Quality. That he had 
treated, by vertue thereof, with Father Ferrier, 
} and LaChaiſe, Confeſlors of the King of Fraxce, 
for the Diſſolution of the Parliament, and Extir- 
/ pation of the Proteſtant Religion : to which 
purpoſe, he had nenned a Declaration with his: 
own hand, to juſtifie the Action, whenthe Parlia= 
ment was diſſolved. 

That he kept intelligence with Cardinal Nor- 
folk, with Father Sheldon, and the Popes Izter- 
zuntio at Bruſſels. Laitly, that he kept a Corre- 
ſpondence with Sr. William Throckmorton, to the 
deſtruction of the King and Kingdom. 

Being arraign'd for theſe crimes, he inſiſted 
to have had Council allowed him; which was 
deny'd for this reaſon, for that the proof lay al! 
on the other ſide ; which if it were plain, there 
would- be no need of Council. 

As to the proofs of theſe Crimes by the two 
Witneſſes, Dr. Oates, and Mr. Bealow, it was firlt 
proved by Dr. Oates alone, That there was a ge- 
neral Conſult or meeting of the Jeſuits in Apr! 
Old Stile, and May New Stile , ; at the Whrte

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Horſe Tavern in the Strand, and afterwards they 
divided into Companies; and 1n thoſe Conſults 
they conſpired the death of the King, and con- 
triv'd: how to effect it. That to that purpoſe 
Grove and Pickering were actually imployed to 
murder the King, and to piſtoll him in St. Fames's 
Park. For which Grove was to have 15co /: in 
money, and Picker427, being a Ptieſt, thirty thou- 
{and Maſſes, which was computed to be equal to 
i500. That to this Contrivance and Confſpi- 
racy, Coleman was privy, and did well approve of 
41, —_— 

It was alſo farther prov'd by the ſame Wit- 
nelles, that four 7/-þ men were. provided by 
Dr. Fogarthy, and.ſent to Windſor, there to make 
a farther attempt upon the Royal Perſon of the 
King : and fourſcore Guinneys were provided by 
Harcorrt to maintain the Aſlaſſinates at Windſor z 
and that while this Conſpiracy was in Agitation, 
Coleman went to vilit Harcourt at his Lodging ; 
but not finding him there, and being inform'd he 
was at Wild Houje, that he went and found him 
Out there: at which time, Coleman asking what 
 proviton Harcoxrt had made for the Gentlemen 

at Windſor ? . Harcourt Teply'd, that the fourſcore 
, Guinneys which Jay upon the Table, were for 

them z and added, that the perſon in the Room 
was to carry the money. Upon which, it was 
tarther proved, that Coleman ſhould reply, That: 
he IiE'd it very well ; and that he gave a Guinney 
out of. tis pocket to the Meſſenger, who was to 
carry tie Money to Windſor, to encourage him to 
expedite the_buſineſs. It was further ſworn by 
Ir. Oates, Phot 3n 7aly laſt one Abby a Jeſuir, 
1 Rte brought 
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brought inſtructions from Flanders to Londen, that 
in Cale Pickering and Grove could not kill the King 
at London, nor the four Iriſh men aſlaſlinate him 
at Windſor, that then the ſum of ten thouſand 
pounds ſhould be propos'd to Sir George Wake- 
an, to poylon the King. In this conſpiracy 
Mr. Coleman was prov'd to be fo far concern'd, 
that by the Letters which paſs'd between Whyte- ' 
bread and Aſhby, 1t appear'd that he ſhould ſay, 
he thought ten thouſand pound was too little, 
and that he thought it necellary to offer five thou- 
ſand pound more : which upon his admonition and 
advice was allented to by the Jeſuites. It was allo 
further ſworn by Dr. Oates, that he ſaw Letters 
from the Provincial at London, to the Jeſuites at 
St. Omers, that Sir George had accepted the Propo- 
ſition. | 
'The ſecond witneſs was Mr. Bedlow, who ſwore, 
that he was imployed by Harcourt, the Jeſuite, 
to carry Pacquets of Letters to Monſieur Le Chaiſe, 
the French Kings Confellor, and that he was at a 
Conſult in France, where the Plot was diſcours'd 
on for killing the King ; and that he brought back 
an an{wer from Le Chaiſe to Harcourt in London ;; 
and that particularly on the 24h. or 25:9. of May, 
1677- he was at Colemans houſe with father ar- 
court, and ſome other perſons, \where Mr. Cole- 
man, falling into diſcqurſe concerning the delign 
in hand, ſaid theſe words, That if he had a Sea of 
blood, and a hundred lives, he would loſe. them all tg 
carry on the deſign, and if to this endat were requuſi.e 
to deſtroy a hundred Heretich_ Kings, he would do it. 
The other part of the evidence conſfilted of Pa- 


pers and Letters, generally relating to prove the 
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Jatter part of the Enditement, viz. the extirpa- 


tion of the Proteſtant Religion, introducing Po- 


pery, and ſubyerting the Goyernment. 

This was plainly proved by a long Letter 
written by Mr. Coleman, dated Sept. 29. 1675. 
and ſent to Monſieur Le Chaiſe before-named : 
wherein he gave him an accompt of the tranſacti- 
ons of ſeyeral years before, and of his correſpon- 
dence with Monſieur Ferrier, predeceſſour to the 
ſaid Le Chaiſe wherein he aſſerted that the true 
way to carry on the intereſt of France, and to 
promote the Catholick Religion in England, was 
to get the Parliament diſſolv'd : which he ſaid, 
had been long ſince effected, if three hundred 
thouſand pounds could have been obtained from 
the French King: and that things were yet in ſuch 
a poſture, that if he had but twenty thouſand 
pound ſent him from France, he would be content 


£o be a facrifice to the utmoſt malice of his ene- 


mes, if the Proteſtant Religion did not receive 
{uch a blow that it could not poſſibly ſublift. The 
receipt of which Letter was acknowledged by 
Monſteur Le Chaiſe, in an anſwer whichhe wrote 
to Mr. Colemar, dated from Paris, Octob. 23. 
75- Wherein he gave hint thanks tor his good 
lervice in order to the promotion of the Catho. 
{iick Religion. | 

Another Letter was produced, dated Augnſt 
21. 74. Written by the priſoner Coleman to the 
Popes Internmcio at Bruſſels, wherein he ſaid that 
tne delign proſpered well, and that he doubted 
not but that ina little while the buſineſs would 
be managed to the utter ruine of the Proteſtant 
Darty. | 
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Other Letters were brought in Evidence, where- 
in he wrote to the King of France's Confeffor, 
that the ailiſtance of. his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty 
was neceſſary, and deſir'd money from the French 
King to carry on the deſign. 

But there was another without a date, more 
material than all the reſt, written to Monſieur 
Le Chaiſe in a ſhort time after his long Letter, da- 
ted Sept. 29. 1675. wherein among other things, 
the Priſoner thus expreſs'd himſelt.We have a mighry 
work upon our hands, no leſs than the Converſion of 
three King domes, and the utter ſubduing of a peſtilent 
Hereſie, which has for ſome time domineer”'d over thrs 


| Northernpart of the World; and we never ha1 ſo great 


hopes of it ſmce Queen Maries days. In the cloſe of 
which Letter he 1mplor'd Monſteur Le Chaſe to 
get all the aid and aſliſtance he could from Fraxce, 


and that next to God Almighty, they did rely 


upon the mighty mind of his moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty, and therefore hop'd that he would procure 
both monty and aſſiſtance from him. And thus was 
the latter part of the Enditement fully prov'd up- 
on him. | 

There was another Letter produced againſt 
him, which he wrote to Monſieur Le Chaiſe in 
French, inthe Dukes name, but without his pri- 
vity or knowledpe, ſo that when he had the bold- 
neſs to ſhew it to the Duke, he was both angry 


and rejefted it. It contain'd ſeveral invectives 


againſt my Lord Arl:mgton, as being a great op- 
poſer of the Duke's deſigns, and the chief pro- 
moter of the match between the Prince of 
Orange and the Dukes eldeſt davghter the Lady 
ary. | 
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As for the long Declaration which he wrote as 
if he had been an actual Secretary of State, and - 
employ'd by ſome certain King his Maſter, to 
juſtifie the Diſſolution of his Parlament, it was 
produc'd rather to ſhew his good intentions to his 
true Soveraign, and as a circumſtance to confirm 
the reſt, than otherwiſe. To all this Mr. Cole- 
man made the ſlendereſt defence imaginable, On- 
ly being charg'd that he was at a Conſult with 

.the Jeſuites and Benedictine Monks in Auguſt, at © 
the. Savoy, he endeayour'd to prove that he was 
all that Month in Warwickſhire > but his witneſs, 
which was: but ſingle, not being able to make * | 
any poſitive anſwer to the queltions demanded by | 
the Court, his teſtimony nothing avail'd him, 
no more than his cavil with Doctor Oates, that 
he did not charge him at the Council, with all 
the matters inthe Inditement. For it was fairly 
prov'd by one of the Clerks of the Council that 
he charg'd him ſeverely enough to have him com- 
mitted to Newgate. And that was ſutfhcient for 
\The Proſecutor to do, till he came to give his full | 
,' evidence at the Tryal. 
As tothe Letters, he ſid they were only in- | 
- tended for the making the King and the Duke as | 
great as could be, as faras he thought it in his » 
Power: to which end he deſired the Court to con- | 
}ider the contexture and connexion of the. things | 
b therein contai'd. 
After this the Court took notice to the Jury of 
the Accuſation it ſelf, and of the Evidence, which 
was of two forts, Letters under his own hand, . 
and wilnelics viva voce, 5 
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That as to the Letters, he rather made his de- 


| fence by expounding what the meaning was, than 


by denying that he wrote them. $So that they 
were to examine what thoſe Letters did import 
of themſelves, and what conſequences were na- 
turally to be deduc'd from them. However it 
was the opinion and direction of the Court, that 
the ſubſtance of the long Letter amounted to 
this 3 that is ſo ſay, to bring in the Romiſh Catho- 
lick Religion, and to eſtabliſh it here, and to ad- 
vance an intereſt for the French King, be that 
what 1t would. That his laſt Letters did more 
plainly expound his meaning and intention, that 
when our Religion was to be ſubverted, the nati- 
on was alſo to be ſubverted and deſtroy'd : Inre- 


 gard there could be no hope of ſubverting or de- 
ſtroying the proteſtant Religion, but by the'ſub- 


verlion, not the conyerſion of the three King-

As to the Witneſles viva voce, becaule the Ju- 

ry had heard their evidence, the Court did not 


inſiſt upon it : only directed the Jury to conſider. 


what the Letters did prove the prifoner guilty 
of directly, and of what by Conſequence; what 
the priſoner plainly would have done, and how 
he would have done it. 
Upon this the Jury withdrew, and after a ſhort 
ſtay returning gave up their Verdict, which was 
Guilty; and fo Mr. Coleman was for that day re- 
manded back to the priſon, with order to the 
Keeper to bring him the next morning again to 
the Bar to receive Sentence. 

The next day, being the 28th. of November, the 
Priſoner was again brovght to the Bar according 
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to Order, where being ask'd what he had to fay - 


for himſelf, he inſiſted as to his Papers upon the 
Act of Grace. As ta the evidence viva voce, he 
made the ſame exceptions he had done before, 
only added that he wanted a book of accompts 
which had been ſeiz'd on among his Papers, by

3 the firſt it was anſwer'd that he could have 
no benefit of the Act of Grace, in regard his Pa- 
pers bore datein 74. and 75. fince which time 
there had been no Att made. And as for what 


he ſaid concerning Mr. Oates, it was urg'd in 


vain, in regard the Jury had given their Ver- 
dict. 
The Exhortations which the Court gave him 


were in ſhort, Tinat whereas he was found guilty 


of conſpiring the death of the King, of endea- 
vouring to ſubvert the Proteſtant Religion, and 
to bring in Popery, and this by the aid and aſ- 
fiſtance of foraign powers, though he ſeem'd to 
| difavow the matter of the death of the King, he 
ſhould not therefore think himſelf an innocent 
man. For that it was apparent by his own hand, 
that he was guilty of contriving and conſpiring 
the deſtruction of the proteſtant Religion, and 
the introduction of Popery, by the aid and al- 
Jiſtance of foreign/ powers, from which no man 
could free himin the leaſt. And though it ſhould

Sothat if any man ſhould endeavour 
to ſubyert our Religion, to bring in that, though 
he did not aCtbally contrive to do it by the death 
of the King ; yet that he was guilty of whatſo- 
ever follow'd upon that contrivance. He was 


further exhorted to repentance, which was the 


_ only thing that remain'd. And that if he could 


not with our Church have Cortritzon, which is a 
ſorrow proceeding from Love, he would at leaft 
make uſe of Attrition, which is a ſorrow proceed- 
ing from fear. For that he might aſſure himſelf, 
there were but a few minutes betwixt him, and 
a vaſt Eternity, where would be no dallying, no 
arts us'd. And therefore that he ſhould think 
upon all the good he could do in that little ſpace 
of time that was left him ; which was all little 
enough to wipe off, belides his private and ſecret, 


even his publick offences. He was admoniſhed 


that Confeſſion was very much practis'd in the 
Religion which he profels'd, and that he would 
do well to exerciſe it ; but yet, that as his offence 
was publick, ſo ſhould his Confeſſhon be. Per- 
chance, ſaid the Court, he might be deluded with 


- the fond hopes of having his ſentence reſpited. 
But he was exhorted not to truſt to it; for that he 


might be flatter'd to ſtop his mouth till his breath 
were ſ{topp'd, which it was fear'd he would find 
by the event. 


Theſe. 
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Theſe friendly and Chriſtian-like Exhorta- 
tions being concluded by the Judge , he then 
proceeded to the final ſentence of the Law, which 


was, that he ſhould be Hang'd, Drawn, and - 


Quarter'd. 


The fatal ſentence being paſt, Mr. Coleman > 
offer'd ſome few things to the Court, the ſum of 


which was this, That he did admire the Charity 
of the Court, and whereas the Court adviſed him 
to Confeſſion, he beſought their Lordſhips to 
hear him ſome few words. The Court indeed 
had the patience to hear him: but what did all 
his fine words ſignifie ? They contain'd nothing 
but a florid juſtification of his own innocency, 


in oppoſition to the verdict of his Countrey. A, 


vanity excuſable in him whoſe vanity had been his 
ruine, and commonly pra&ticable among oftend- 
ers conceited of their ' Eloquence , that pride 
themſelves to be accompted Swans, and the ſweet 
lingers of their own Epitaphs. 

By the Conviction of Sraly the malice of. the Pa- 
piſtshearts appear'd,though they conceal'd it;with 
berter diſcretion. By the Conviction of Coleman, 
the whole nation, and they that doubted moſt 
were convinced of the truth of the deſign. So that 
upon the 28th. of Novemb. his Majeſty was pleas'd 


toiſlue forth his Royal Proclamation, wherein he 


promis'd pardon and 200 /. to any perſon con-

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December. All this while Colemans Execution 
was reſpited. For as it was verily thought that 


he could diſcover much, all endeavours were uſed 


to have brought him to a further Confeſſion. Bur 
he believing himſelf ſure of a pardon from other 
hands, would by no means giye ear to thoſe, who 
he had more reaſon to think had his lite at their 
diſpoſal. And therefore finding that he was ob- 
ſtinate to all propoſitions of grace and fayour, at 
length order was given for his Execution. It was 
his misfortune to believe he ſhould have his par- 
don to the laſt moment of his life, even after he 
was tyed up. But, whoeyer they were, thoſe 
whom he thought his beſt friends deceiv'd him, 
although to pleaſe them, he gave thanks to hea- 
ven that he dyed a Roman Catholick, and abſdlute- 
ly renounc'd the knowledge of Sir Ednundbury 
Godfrey's death : with which aſleverations the 
Executioner did his office, the third of this month. 
An unhappy Martyr for his cauſe, if he ſo thought 
himſelf, in this, that he dy'd tor thoſe that leſs 
pity'd him than thoſe he had ſo deeply wrong- 


ed; and were, as It 1s verily preſum'd, the 


chief rejoycers, that they were- ſo fairly rid of 
him. | 
Had Juſtice been ready with her proſecution 
he had not gone alone perhaps, but might have 
had company to have attended him to his imagi- 
nary Paradiſe. For upon the 15th. of this month,

And therefore where 
Bedlow fail'd, much about this time, by a ſtrange 
accident was Praunce diſclos'd, to make out all 
the relk. X 

For at what time Fenwick, Ireland, and ſome 
others were firſt apprehended, Mr. Praunce, bap- 
pening to be at a Coffee-houſe, where ſome Gen- 
tlemen were talking ſomewhat ſeyerely againſtthe 
faid Priſoners, zealouſly and officiouſly began to 
ſpeak ſo favourably in their defence that notice 
was taken of his words,and as he was told;ſ{ome 1a- 
tormation given againſt him. To avoid therefore 
both charge and trouble, he abſented himſelt from 
his houſe the next three nights together. After 
which time , underſtanding the buſineſs was 
over, hereturn'd home again and continu'd there 
as he was wont to do. This happen'd about a 
fortnight before Sir Edmundbury was murther'd. 
Yet upon this occaſion, ſo providence order'd it, 
was he twelve weeks after apprehended and call 'd 
In queſtion. For it chanc'd that one of his neigh- 


boursand he fell out, who having got ſome intima- 


tion that Mr. Prauzce lay out of his houſe three 
nights one after another; began to queſtion whe- 
ther thoſe three nights might not be the night that 
Sir Edmundbury Godfrey was KilPd, and thoſe thar 
tollow*d:And upon this bare ſurmiſe or preſumpr!- 
on, that had noground or bottom in the world, 
that cither he or any that he knew, were guilty

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or ay way concern'd in the fact, a warrant was 
obtain'd trom the Lords of the Council, to ap- 
prehend Mr. Praznce, and to take him into a ſtrict 
examination. Being thus taken by vertne of the 
warrant, he was firſt carry'd into the Lobby of 
the Houle of Commons, where Mr. Bedlow, —_ 
he knew not, as being a perſon that had fcen him 
Dut once bctore, that is to ſay, between the 
Maurther and the carrying forth of the Corpſe, 

but then taking ſome little notice of him, knew his 
face again, and poſitively charg'd him to have 
been concern'd in the murther, whereupon he was 
examin'd and committed to Newgate the 21/+. of 
this month. Within two days after, he made a 
iull diſcovery upon Oath, impeaching F:ts-Girald, 
Kelly, Hill, Berry and Green. Green was before | 
in the Gate-houle for refuſing the oaths. Fill and | 
Berry were preſently apprehended. But the cun- |! 
ning Prieſts got away. 

Upon the 24th, he was carried before the King 
and Council, to whom he gave a faithtul and par- 
ticular accompt ot all the circumſtances of the 
Murther. Which beecaule it contain'd ſo many 
deſcriptions of benches,doors, entries and rooms, 
Nis Majcity was pleas'd to order the Duke of 14n- 
mouth, the Earl of Offory, the Earl of Clarendon, 
and Sir Robert Southwell to go with the priſoner; 
and take his Examination upon the place. At * 
which time he gave ſuch an exact accompt or the | 
places which he had mention 'd before, viz. the 
very {pot upon which the murther was commit- 
ted - where he himſelf, where Berry ſtood, as 
allo the door, ſtairs, dark entry, cc. menti- 
on'd1n the Narrative, tat his Majeſties Com- 

millioners 
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miſlioners return'd very well ſatisfy'd with the 
truth of his Relation and Confeſlion. 

True it1s that Mr.Praunce did aftetwards ſeem 
to retract by a bare aſhrmative, what he had tor- 
merly confels'd upon Oath, ſaying before the 
King and Council, That he was wmnocent, and the 
reſt whom he had accns'd were alſo innocent. But thele 
words were extorted from his own fears and con- 
ſternation, that ſet before his eyes the danger of 
his life, and the undoing of his wife and family. 
For he had no ſooner done it, but his Conſcience. 
troubling him above all thoſe conſiderations, he 
recoyl'd from thole falle allertions, - and fo {tre- 
nuoully and regularly maintain'd the Trath to 
which he had {worn, by an addition of farther 
diſcoveries, that the King was pleas'd with his 
own Lips to allure him of his Pardon, which was 
afterwards delivered to him in due form under 
the Great Seal. . 

Kelly was afterwards taken up by the name of 
Danmel Edmunds, in ſome place in Surrey, and lent 
to the Marſhalſea for refuling the Oaths > but be- 
ing deeply ſenfibleof the danger he was in, he 10 
wrought upon the Poyerty of that place, that he 
procur'd bail for ten ſhillings apitee, and got 
away this very Month, before his true name of 
Kelly was known. | 

Much about this time the Parliament took into 
their ſerious conſideration certain tran{aCtions 0s 
the Earl of Dayby, then Lord High Trcaiurer, 
and after a ſtrife Scrutiny into the buſineſs, upon 
the 19th. of this Month, reſolved, that there was 
ſufficient matter of Impeachment again{t him , 
and order'd aCommittee to draw upihe Artici; b 
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and to receive any further Informations of Eyi- 
dence that ſhould come in. > 
Within two days after ſeveral Articles of Im- 
peachment were brought into the Houſe, ſeve- 
rally put to the Queſtion and agreed upon ; the 
ſame day they were order'd to be engrolſs'd ; 
and votes further paſs'd that the ſaid Earl ſhould 
be ſequeſter'd from Parhament , and- com- 
mitted to ſafe Cuſtody. Which that it might 
be the ſooner effefted, they ſent up Sir Henry 
Capell with the Articles to the Lords, who accor- 
dingly went and deliver'd them to the Chancel- 
lour in a, full aſſembly of that houſe, but the 
houſe beihg prorogued at the latter end of the 
Month till the 4th. of February, nothing more was 
done for-that Seſſions. 
However - before they were prorogu d they 
paſs'd ſeveral reſolves for impeaching the five 
Lords in the Tower, of Treaſon and other high 
Crimes and Miſdemeanors;' and the ſame day, 
which was the 5th. of this month, the five ſeve- 
ral Impeachments were'carty'd up to the Lords, 
and a Committee appointed to draw up Articles 
againſt the parties impeach'd; to which purpoſe 
the ſaid Committee was impowr'd to inſpeCt the 
Journals, and conſider of Preſidents for Impeach- 
ments. Se od 
In the Lords Houſe, ſo ſoon as the Articles 
againſt the Earl of Dazby were exhibited, he him- 
ſelf deſir'd copies of all papers and proceedings 
nevertheleſs it was then refoly'd, that at that 
tume he ſhould not withdraw. © Thereupon the 
faid Earl, toward the latter end of the month,

And as to the Lords concern'd in the Conſpira- 
Cy, It was referr'd to the Lords of the Committee 
tor priviledges, to conſider the ſtate of the Im- 
peachments, and of all the incidents thereunto 
rclating, and to make their report 5 which is | 
the ſum of what was done in reference to thele 
matters, till the ſitting of the new Parliament, of 
which more in due place. 

As yet the ſtreſs of the diſcovery lay upon Dr. 
Oates, and Mr. Bedlow, but this month came in 
the ſubſtantial afliſtance of Mr. Dug dale, who up- 
on the twenty fourth of this month ſubmitted 
himſelf to the examination of Mr. Zaze, and 
Mr. Yernos, two of his Majeſtics Juſtices of tie 
Peace for the County of Stafford. 

Nor is it to be omitted that among the reit 0: 
the Diſcoveries about this time made, Lower 
Comes in Herefordſhire was detected to be a Col- 
ledge of Jeſuites; and was let them at alow renr 
by one Hutton of St. Giles's, Merchant, for one 
and twenty years, which leaſe was witneſs'd by 
Willam Ireland, Fenwick and Groves.

1. That Foreigners, being Popiſh Recuſants, 
and exercihng ordinary Trades, but not Mer- 
chants, were not excus'd from taking the Oaths, 
or finding Security. 2 

2. That Foreigners, though certif'd by Em- 
baſſadors to be their ſervants, except they were 
their menial ſervants, were not excuſable. | 

3.. That Foreigners, though ſettF'd Houſe. 
keepers, being no Travellers, or Foreign Mini- 
ſters ſervants, were not to be excusd. 

; 4. That 
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4. That the Kings native Subjectz were not 
excus'd from taking the Oath, by being menial 
{ervants to Foreign Miniſters. 

5. That they found no Law to excuſe a Feme 

covert, being a Papilſt, from taking the Oaths, 
' though her Husband were a Proteiient. 
' 6. Thata Popifſh Recuſant, having taken the 
Oaths, was not bound to find new Sureties, un- 
leſs, upon a new tender of the Oaths, he ſhould 
refuſe to take them, 

This report and opinion of the Judges his Ma- 
jelty was gracioully pleas'd to approve, and there- 
upon an Order was made, That the Juſtices of 
the Peace in their (everal precincts, ſhould in the 
execution of their duties, touching thele parti- 
culars, take notice of the Judges opinions, and 
conform themielves thereto. 

And whereas his Majeſty had receiv'd a com- 
plaint in Council, that ſeveral Juſtices of the 
Peace in ſeveral Counties, Cities and Ltyerties, 
notwithſtanding the many Proclamations 11ſu'd 
forth for. the ſecurity of his Mayeſties perſon 
againſt the Plots of the Papiſts, did refuſe and 
negleCt toput the ſame in execution ; It was there: 
{ore about this time order'd in Council, I hat all 
his Majeſties fard Juſtices of the peace ſhould with 
all care and diligence purſue his Majeſties com- 
mands in the execution of the premiſes , with 
further directions alſo to the Lord Chancellor, 
forthwith to put out of Commiſlion all iuch as 
ould retuſe or neplect their duty, as perſons 
{affected ro his Majeſties Government, and the 
Proteitant Religion.

Yet notwithſtanding all this publick diligence, 
the Papiſts were {till in the very face of counter- 
manding Authority, no leſs active to under- 
mine the very Plot it ſelf, and utterly to cxtir- 
pate the very proots and evidence of the il- 
covery. 

For one James Nettervile, formerly a Clerk in 
the Court of Claims in Dublin, being at this time a 
priſoner in the Marſhalſea, ſent for an acquam- 
tance of his, one Captain Fohn Bury, an [Iriſh 
Gentleman, and there communicated to him a 
great deſign of the Papilts, to turn the Plot ano- 
ther way, that 1s to ſay, to turn the Plot upon 
the Proteſtants for the deſtruction of the Papilts. 
To eftect this, the ſaid Verrcrvile propos'd to the 
Captain, that he would 1{wear to ſuch and ſuch 
heads as ſhould be drawn up for him, to diſcredit 
and invalidate the teſtimony of Dr. Oates,in refe- 
rence to the Plot,and that for his reward he ſhould 
have 50o/l. tobedepolited ina third hand by one 
Ruſſel, for better ſecurity, to be paid him imme- 
diately upon his doing the buſinels. I his delign 
was manag'd by the fame Ryſſel, a rank Papult, 
and an Iriſh man. But it ſeems they made their 
addreſles wrong ; For ſuch was the hidelity and 
loyalty of the C aptain to hys Prince , that he 
m:de a timely diſcovery of the contrivance, and 
jo ſpoyl'd the Market of thole Iraders in Subor:- 
nation. 

What this piece of ſubtilty meant may be eaſily 
conjectur'd ; but this was more obſervad'e, that 
a little before this diſcovery, fſcveral perſons by 
theſe very people appointed, were at, the houſes 
of certain eminent Presbyterians 1n Conan, to 
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pray their charitable Contributions toward the 
maintenance of Mr. Oates and Mr. Bedlow, falſly 
pretending that the Kings allowance was not ſut- 
ficient for their ſupport. But the parties to 
whom they made thelr application, ſmelling the 
cheat, ſlighted their charitable diligence, and ſent 
them away empty. And indeed who knows 
what uſe they might have made of it, had thoſe 
perſons encourag'd their deſign ? 

In the mean time, that is to ſay, upon the fifth 
of this month, Robert Green, Henry Berry, and 
Lawrence Hill, were brought to their 1ryals at 
the Kings Bench Bar, for the Murther of Sir Ed- 


mundbury Godfrey. 
'The names of the Jury were, 


Sir Wilkam Roberts, Fohn Bathurſt, 
Sir Richard Fiſher, Richard Gowre, 
Sir Michael Heneage, Thomas Henſloe, 
Sir Thomas Bridges, John Sharp, 
Willam Avery, Fohn Haynes, 
Charles Umphrevile, Walter Moyle, Eſquires. 
The general Indictment was for the murther 
of Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, one of his Majeſties 
"Juſtices of the Peace for the County of 14ddle- 
ſex, the manner of which Murther has been al- 
ready related, as alſo the reaſons for which they 
did It. 
The ſtreſs of the Evidence lay upon Mr. 
Praunce, who {wore 1n general, that he met the 
Murtherers, in reference to the carrying on their 
work, ſeveral times at the Plough Ale-houſe near 
Somerſet-houſe *, that Girald and Kelley ſeduc'd him 
and 
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and inveigled him into the Conſpiracy. That 
Hill, Girald and Green dogg'd him all Saturday 
from his firſt going out. That at night they lodg'd 
him in a houle 1n St. Clements, T hat at his coming 
out from thence, Hiran before and gave the reit 
notice ; and then went and ſtay'd for his coming 
by. That it was Hill that perſwaded him to 
follow him into the yard, under pretence of a 
quarrel. Thatit was Greer who threw the twilt- 
ed Handkerchiet about his neck ; and that then 
Flill, Girald and Kelley came in to Green's aſli- 
ſtance, pull'd the Gentleman down, and help'd 
to throttle him, while Berry and Praunce watch'd 
the avenues into the yard. And that Green after- 
_— tor the more ſure diſpatch, wrung his neck 
round. 

. That after the Murther was done, all the fix 
actors carried the body into Hills Lodgings. 
That when the body was to be remoy'd from 
Somerſet-houſe which was on the Wedſneſday night 
following, Praunce and Girald were the firft that 
carry 'd-the Sedan, and were reliev'd by Greer 
and Kelley. 1 hat at Soho, Hill met them with 
the horſe ; that there they all mounted the dead 
body, by forcing the leggs open, upon the faid 
horſe, that #1 rode behind, and that Green, 
Kelley and Girald walk'd by, till they'came to the 
place where the body was thrown. 

It was farther ſworn by Mr. Praxnce, that after 
all this, Gzrald met ſeveral perſons at Bow, name- 
ly, Zuſen, Vernatti, Dethich, and one more, and 
there rejoyc'd together for the cleverneſs of the 
 Murther committed, and the good fortune they 
had had for the diſpoſal of the Body. ” 
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Mr. Bedlow ſwore, That after the ſaid Sir Eg- 
mundiury Godfrey was murther'd, he met one 
Le Faire a Prieſt, in the Cloyſters of Somerſet- 
bouſe by appointment, and that the ſaid Le Fare 
carry'd him into a Room, where were ſeveral per- 
ſons looking upon the body, by the help of a 
Candle and Lanthorn, and that at that time, 
he alſo among the reſt ſaw Sir Edmundbury 
Godfrey Iye dead, and that he knew him as he 
ay. 

This Evidence was allo fortifid by ſeveral 
other circumſtances. By the Conſtable who found 
the body in the ſame poſture they themſelves re- 
ported they had left 1t.By the maſter of the Plough 
and his ſervant, who confirm'd the ſeveral meet- 
ings of the Murtherers at the ſame houſe. And by 
Sir Edmundbury's maid, who {ware to the enqui- 
ries made for her Maſter at his houle by Green and 
Elill. 

In anſwer to theſe fats, thus made out, Hl 
defended himielf, by aftirming that Mr. Praunce 
had perjur'd himlelf, by denying or recanting 
what he. had {worn before the King; but that 
was over-ruled - by the Court, for that Mr. 
Praunce's firſt Impeachment of the Confpirators 


was done upon oath, and his recantation but on- 


ly a bare denyal. 

Green brought his witnelles to prove that he 
was «conſtantly at home by nine of the clock ac 
night, and never ſtirr'd aiter that out of the houſe, 
and that fuch a thing could not be done in the 
houſe but they muſt know of it; but becauſe they 


did not exa&tly make out what they averr'd, 


there was no credit given them. 


The 
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The_ moſt conliderable teſtimony was that 
which Berry produc'd, which was that of the Se:-- 


tinels who kept the Guard ; one of which ſtand- 


ing at the Gate from ten to one at night, averid 
thathe ſaw no Sedan let forth. But in regard rhe 
Sentinels could not be ſo poſitive but that they 
might be miſtaken by reaſon of the darkneſs of 
the night, and privacy of the conyeighance, their 
Evidence was not thought ſubſtantial. 

It was further urg'd by Hz, that Mr. Praunce 
had been tortur'd to make him confeſs what 
he did. Brit Mr. Praznce, upon his oath, ut- 
terly deny'd any ſuch thing, affirming thar 
the Keeper had us'd him with all civility, fron 
his firſt commitment. So that the eyidence 
fot the Priſoners, being ſo far from overpowring 
the teſtimony for the King, that it was in no 
meaſure able to ballance it, ttie Jury ſoon tound 
them all guilty; upon which they ſcverally re- 
ceiv'd ſentence to be hang'd. The execution of 
which ſentence follow'd upon the twenty firſt en- 
ſuing. 

March. 167. But now the time of the new 
Parliaments fitting drawing near ; toward the 
beginning of this month, his Majeſty, that he 
might remove all fears and jealouties out of tne 
minds of his ſubjects, thought meer to com- 
mand his Royal Highneſs to abſent himlelf tor a 
ime. 

Who thereupon in obedience to his Majeſties 
pleaſure, together with his Dutcheſs, took leave 
of his Majeſty upon the third of arch, andatter 


a ſhort viſit to his Daughter, the Princeſs of 


Orange in Helland, retired to Bruxells in —_— 
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He was no ſooner departed, but the Parlia- 
ment, which had been ſo lately ſummon'd before, 
met according to the tine appointed at Weſtmin- 
fter. So ſoon as they were ready, the King went 
in his Barge to IVeſtmznſter, and there in a Graci- 
ous Speech, upon which the Chancellour alter- 
vards enlargd , His Majeſty acquainted both 
Houſes what he himſelf expected, and what the 
Countrey ſtood 1n need of, from their Unanimous 
and Prudent Conlultations. 

The Speeches being ended, the Commons re- 
turn totheir Houlſey” and choole againthe Speak- | 
er of the laſt Parliament, Mr. Edward Sey- 
MmOonur. | 

This choice occaſion'd their Prorogation from 
the twelſth to the fifteenth of the ſame month, | 
at what tune, being mct,again they chole Sergeant 
Gregory, and caus'd him to take the Chair. 

Before they fell upon bulineſs, the members 
were all ſeverally ſworn and took the Teſt, and 
being ſo cemented together, they {ell firſt upon 
the further proſecution of the Plot, already dit- 
covcr'd to the Parliament, not long before dil- 
{olv'd. 

In reference to which affair, Dr. Toxe, Dr. 
Oates, and Mr. Bedlow were ſummon'd to attend 
them, and to give their Informations. Upon 
their appearing Dr. Toxg gave a long Natrraton, 
which becauſe it was tedions, they further delir'd 
in writing. . Dr. Oates read his own depoſitions, 
and when he had done, made a complaint of ſome 
di{couragements which he had recciy*'d from ſome 
of the Members, The coraplaint fell more ſevcrc- 
{y npon one of them, who having ſpoken ſome 

| [ words 
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words in contempt of the Truth of the Mot, was 


{ent to the Tower and expell'd the Houle, byt foon 


_ afrer upon his modeſt Petition diſcharg'd, from 


his impriſonment. 

But whatever particular perſons thought of the 
Plot, the Houſe of Commons were ſo well fatis- 
fd, that they appointed a Committee of Secre- 
lte to take Informations , Prepare Evidences z 

and draw up Articles againſt the Lords, ſuſpec!- 
ed to be therein concern'd. 

By way of further proſecution allo, it was re- 


{olv'd, rhat an humble addreſs ſhould be made 


to his Majeſty, that all the papers and writings | 


relating to the dilcovery of the Plot, and parti- 
cularly fuch papers and writings which had been 
taken ſince the prorogation of the laſt Parliament, 


might be deliver'd to the Committee of Sdcreſie 


appointed to draw up Articles againſt the ſaid 
Lords. To which his Majeſty was pleas 'dtoreturn 
for Anſwer, that thoſe papers and examinations 
were deliver'd to the Committee of the Lords, 
from whence they ſpould be ſent to their Com- 
mitree ſo ſoon as the Lords had done peruſing 
them; 

In the midſt of theſe tranſactions, they forgot 
not the Earl of Danby. For upon the twentieth 
of this month, they tent to the Lords ro put them 
in mind of the Impeachment of High Treaſon ex- 
hibited againſt him, in the name of the Commons, 
andro deſire that he mi 1zht be forthwith commut- 


: ted to fate cuſtody. 

' In anſwerto which, at a Conference of both 

Houſes, the Duke of jr 4, acquainted rem 

in the behalf of the Lords, That rheirg Lordſhips 
£1  * having 
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having taken into conſideration matters rela- 
ting to the Fail of Danby, together with what 
hits Majeſty was pleas d to {ay upon that Subject, 
had order'd that a Bill ſhould be brought in, by 
which the ſid Earl ſhoutd be made for ever inca- 
pable of coming into his Majeſties preſence ; and 
ol all Offices and Employments; and of receiving 
any gifts or grants trom the Crown, and of litting 
12 the Houle of Peers. 

In the mean time the Commons having appoin- 
ted a Committee, to enquire into the manner of 
tae ſving forth the ſaid Pardon, made their re- 
port, that they could not find the entry of any 
juch Pardon in eit{.er of the Secretaries Offices, 
nor in the Offices of the Signet or Privy Seal, 
but that they found it to be a Pardon by Crea- 
tion. 

Tnereupon the Commons ſend another Mel- 
ſage to the Lords to demand Juſtice, in the name 
of the Commons of Exgland, againſt the ſaid 
Farl, and that he might be immediately ſec- 
queſter'd from Parliament, and committed to ſafe 
cuſtody. ! 

To which the Lords return'd, that they had 
order'd, before the coming of their laſt meſſage, 
the Gentleman Uſher of the Black Rod forthwith 
to take the ſaid Earl into cuſtody. ; 

Soon aſter the Lords ſent another Meſlage to 
acquaint the Commons, that they had ſent both 
to Wimbleton, arid to his houſe in Town, to ap- 


prehend the ſaid -Earl , but that the Gentl c- 


man Uſher of the Black Rod could not find 
him.

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April. 1679. Thereupon the Commons order” 
a Bill to be brought in, to ſummon the ſaid Earl 
to render himfelt to Juſtice by a day to be therein 
limited, or in default thereof to attaint him. 


- Which Bill, having paſs'd the Houſe, was ſenr 


up to the Lords for their concurrence. 
In the mean time the Lords had prepar'd a 
milder aCt of their own for the baniſhing and dif. 
abling the Earl of Dazby; which being rejected 
by the Commons, the Lords defir'd a conference, 
at which they deliver'd back the Bill of attainder, 
chooſing ſo to do by conference, rather than by 
meſſage, to preſcrve a good underſtanding, and 
to prevent Controverlie between the two Houles. 
And to ſhew the reaſon why they inſiſte] upon 
their own amendments of the Bill for attainder, 
It was urg'd, that in regard the King had always 
In his reign been inclin'd to mercy and clemency 
to all his ſubjects, the firſt interruption of hts cle- 
mency - ought not to proceed from his two 
houſes. 
This being reported, an humble addreſs to his 
Maje&y was preleatly refoly'd upon, to 1ijue out 
his RoyM Proclamation for the apprehenuing 
the Earl of Danby, with the uſual penalties upIN 
thoſe that ſhould conceal him, and that his Maje- 
ſty would he alfo plcas'd further to give or- 
der to the Officers of his Houſhoid, that they 
ſhould take care that the ſaid Earl ſhonld nor be 
permitted to reſide within any of his Maye-

While this addreſs was preparing, the Com- 
mons coniider'd of the amendmeats wade by the

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Lords to the Bill of attainder ; to ſome of winch 
they agreed, but to. others they reſus d' to give 
their conſent, ſinding a bill of attainder converted 
into a Bill of banithment. . For -it was alledg'd 
inpoint of reaſon, that. Baniſhment was not the 
Legal Judgement in caſe of High Trealon. And 
that not being lo, the Earl might make ule of the 
Remiſſion of his Sentence as an Argument, that 
either the Commons were diltruſttul of their 
Proofs, or clic that the crimes were not in them- 
{clves of ſo high a nature as Lreaſon. Beſides, 
that the example of this would be an encou- 

agement to all perſons that ſhould be hereafter 
impeach 'd by the Commons, to withdraw .thein- 
ſelves from Juſtice, hoping, thereby to obtain a 


- , More favourable ſentence in a Legiſlative way, 


than the Lords would be oblig'd to pals upon 
chem in their judicial capacity. 

Ine {ame day 1n the afternoon, which was the 
3.0! the preſent month, both Houſes had another 
conference upon the ſame Bill, which the Lords 
e1:ur'd the Commons they had deſir'd not ſo much 
to argue and difpute, as to mitigate and re- 
concile, having obſeryv'd that the debates of 
this Bill, had aiready given too great obſtru- 
£:ions to pablick buſineſs. To this end the 
Lords propounded, That if there miglit be

inflicted, but by the Legiſlative Authority. Hovr- 


_ ever they ſaw no reaſon, why the Legulative 


Authority ſhould always be bound to act to the 
utmoit extent of its power, in regard there might 
be a prudential neceſlity ſometimes of making 
abatements,and might prove of fatal conſequence, 
ſhould it not he lo. ns 

1 herefore the Lords, to remove all jealouſics 
of Preſidents of this kind, did declare that no- 
thing done in-the Earl of Danby's caſe ſhouid be 
drawn into conſequence for the time to come, 
and that they would ſo enter it upon their journal 
Book. ' 

Nevertheleſs the Commons would not agree, 
but ſent to the Lords for a free Conference, up- 
on the ſubject matter of rhe laſt, Which be- 
ing had, and the members that manag'd the 
lame, being order'd to draw up the ſubſtance of 
the matters which were fit to be epter'd, that 
paſs'd at the faid free Conference ; the Lotds de- 
ſir'd, the ſame day, a preſent free Conference np- 
on the ſubje&t matter of the laſt free Conte- 
rence. 

In this Conference the Lord Privy Seal that 
manag'd it, declar'd that the Reaſons ot the 
Commons for paſſing the Bill as they propos'd, 
were unanſwerable, and that therefore the Lords 
were content to make the Biil abſolute, withoot 
giving the Earl of Danby any day to appear, and 


Llc penalties to continue. 
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Further it was by him obſerv'd, that the Lord 
impeach'd, would not only be ruin'd by the pal- 
ſing ,of this Bil, together with his family, but 
thole acquiſitions allo, which he got by marrt- 
age Into a Noble Family, would be all loſt, 

Neither did he forget to intimate, Thar if the 
Houſe of Commons would have any other Penal- 
ties added to the Bill, the Lords would leave it 
to them, fo that they did not run to the abſo- 
lute obſtruction of the Lord Impeach'd. 

Taking, notice withal , that though all the 
rcalon and juſtice were of the Commons lide, 
yet ina Legiſlative Capacity, they were to conl1- 
der of Circumſtances in relation to the” pub- 


lick good. And then procceding, he told rhe | 


Houle of Commons, that in the tranſactions of 
this affair, they had gain'd two great points. 

That l[mpeachmenrs made by the-Commons 1n 
one Parliament, continu'd from Seſſion to Seſ- 
ſon, and from Parliament to Parliament, not- 
withſtanding Prorogations or Diſſolutions. | 

And Secondly, ln cales of Impeachment, up- 
on ſpecial matter ſhewn, if the modeſty of 
the -party .z4mpeach'd did not direct him 
to withdraw, the Lords did admit that of 
right they ought to order him to with- 
draw, aud that alterwards he muſt be com: 
mitted | 

Another. Obleryvation was made by his Lord- 
ſhip, that a ?icmber of the Houſe of Commons 
made mention of the Earl ol Clarende;s caſe, but 
'N TEgatd that cale was general, and no ſpecial 
fatter 130wa2, wn wafnor like this. So that he 
cid BSt phaderiant mat the Lords intended to 
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extend the point of Withdrawing and Commitment 
to General Impeachments without ſpecial matter 
alledg'd. For that if it ſhould be otherwiſe, 
many of the Lords might be pick'd out of their 
Houle of a ſudden. 

To this the Earl of Shafesbury reply'd, that 
they were as willing ro be rid of the Earl of 
Danby as the Commons ; and firſt, as tothe right 


of the Commons, the Lords did agree that it 


was their right, and well warranted by Preſidents 
of former ages. And asto the diſtinftion made, 


where the Impeachments were General, and ſpe- 


cial matter alledg'd, there was-no-order given to 
make any ſuch diſtinCtion, for that General Im- 
peachments were not in the caſe. The ſame 
was afhirm'd by the Duke of Monmonth, and the 
Lord Falconbridge, and that the Earl of Shaftsbury 
was in the right, and deliver'd the true ſenſe of 
the Lords. And as to that expreſſion, That the 
Lords would not draw into example the procged- 
ings of the Earl of Dazby,bur would vacate them, 
the Lords intended that only to the points of zor- 
withdrawing and not-committing. 

The ſaid Earl likewiſe icnſted that! the way 
then propos'd, would be a means to haye the 
Bill paſs, for that the Commons might- have 
other penalties, if they pleas'd, as Confiſcation 
of Eſtate. And notwithſtanding they had no 
particular arder to mention Honours, yet by the 
general words he thought them included : So 
that if they were inſiſted on by the Commons, he 
knew not bur that they might be agreed to be 1n- 
ſerted in the Bill, 
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Therefore the Commons were deſir'd to conſi- 
der, that there were more weighty reaſons, ber- 
ter underſtood than expreis'd, that prov'd i It nie- 
ceſlary {or the good of the publick, that the Bill 
ſhould pal. 

The Commons made this reply, that they 
hop'd tie Lords did not think they took It as if 
they had then gain'd any point; for that the 
points mention'd by the Lords as gain'd, were 
nothing but what was agreeable to the ancient 
methods of Parliaments. 

After this a free Conference being deſir'd up- 
on the ſubject matter of the laſt free Conference, 
the Bill was left with the amendments 1n the Lords 
hands. 

Whereupon the Lords deſiring another free 
Conference upon the ſubje& matter of the laſt, 
the Lords declar'd, that they hop'd that would 
be the concluding Conference, having agreed 
to the Bill without further amendments , and 
therefore defir'd the concurrence-of the Com- 
mons. 

'Thus at length the Commons agreed to the 
amendments made by the Lords, and ſent a 
meſlage to acquaint the Lords therewith. This 
was done upon the fourteenth day of this month. 
But upon the ſixteenth a Meſſage was ſent by the 
Lords to acquaint the Commons, that the night 


before, the Earl of Daxby had render'd himſelf 


to the Gentleman Uſher of the Black Rod, and 
that being call'd'to the Bar, they had ſenr him tO 
tne ower. 


Thereupon a Committee was appointed to 
prepare and draw vp further Evidence againſt 
"kim, 
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= and ſuch further Articles as they ſhould ſee 
cauſe. ; 
Soon after his Majeſty. was pleas'd to diffolve 
his Privy Council, and to make ancther, conſiſt- 
ing of no more than thirty perſons. ; And for the 
management of the Trealury, and Navy, five 
Commiſſiones were appointed for the Trea- 
ſury, and ſeven for the Admiralty. 
CI Thenthe Commons took into conſideration] 
the disbanding of the Army ; - and having voted a 
{upply of 264602 /. 17 5. 3 d. to that intent, they 
. then voted, that Sr. Glbert Gerrard, Sr. Thomas

and the Priſoner, without any thing of material 
alteration. of. the words themſelves, which there-

fore need no repetition. 
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The defence of the Priſoner was very weak, 
more eſpecially.conſidering that he was a: man of 
the Gown.

EH Therefore the Jury ſo little believ'd him, 
that after a very ſhort abſence from:the Bar, they 
brought him in Guilty ; upon which the Court 
proceeded to Sentence, which was, That 
he ſhould be fin'd a thouſand pound , That 
| he ſhould be imprifon'd for the ſpace of one 
| whole year,; .and be 'ſer im the Pillory for the 
pace of one hour in the Palace-yard at Wee. 
| minſter, 
Therenpon in order to the Judgement of the 
Court he was ſet in the Pilltory on the Mun: 
' day after his Tryal. And as the Court were 
ſo kind as not to endite him for his life, fo 
they were' careful to give the Sheriff a par- 
ticular Charge of his Perſon, leſt the rage 
of the People underſtanding his Crime, ſhould 
have depriv'd him of what the mercy of the 
Law had granted him- with ſo much fa- 
VOuUr. 
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May 1679. If Doftor Oates may be be- 
liev'd, whom we have not found yet to fail, 
he tells us that . the TJeſuites had ſent ſeve- 
ral Emiſſaries of their own to foment the 
diſcontents | and rebellious fermentations of | 
the people of Scotland.

And yet this doCtrine prevail'd with one 
Fames Muchel to attempt the killing of the 
fame Prelate in the chief ſtreet of Eden- 
burgh, in the face of the Sun and of all the 
multitude. Who -dying for the fat, and 
with an obdurate and ſear'd zeal, owning 
and juſtifying the fact , led others ſo far a: 
ſtray into the violation of the Law of Na- þ 
ture, that upon the third of this month, de- © 
Inded Devotion adventur'd to murther the . | 
Arch-biſhop in the enſuing manner.

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"The Arch-biſhopit ſeems was returning in his 
Coach from a Village in Fife, called Kennoway, 
toward the City of St. Andrews it lelf, and was 
got within two miles of the place, near to ano- 
ther ſmall village called Magus. There it was 
that the Coachman, having ſpy'd ſeveral Horſe- 
men, gave his Lord notice of them, and ask'd 


- him, whether he ſhould not drive faſter ? But 


the Arch-biſhop, not dreading any harm, thought 
it not convenient to mend his pace. When they 
drew near, the Arch-biſhops qaughter look'd 
out, and ſeeing them with Piſtols in their hands, 
cry'd out to the Coach-man to drive on. And he 
had certainly out-driven them, had not one Bal- 


four of Kinlock, being mounted upon a very fleet 


horſe, cunningly got before the 'Coach, into 
which they had already diſcharg'd ſeveral ſhot 
in vain. "This Balfour, finding he could not wound 
the Coachman, becauſe the Coach-mans whip 
frighted his Horſe, ' wounded the Poſtillian, and 
diſabled the fore horſes. Upon which the relt 
coming up, one of them ſhot the Arch-biſhop 


with a Blunderbuſs as he fate in the Coach, while 
others repraachfully' call'd to him in theſe words, 


Come forth, vile Dog, who haſt betray'd Chriſt and 
his Church, and recerve what thou haſt deſerv'd for 


thy wickedneſs againſt the Kirk of Scotland. While 


he was in the Coach one ran him through 
with a Sword under the ſhoulder, the reſt pulling 
him violently out of the Coach. His daughter 
went out, fell upon her knees and beg'd for 
mercy to her father , but they. beat her and 


trampl'd upon her. The Primate with an ex- 


traordinary 
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traordinary calmneſs of ſpirit, ſaid to 'em, Gem 


tlemen, 1 know not that I tver anjur;d any of you,. and 
sf I did I promiſe ye I will make you what reparation 
you can propoſe. 

To which they return'd no better Language 
than this, Yillain and Judas, Enemy to God and 
his people, thou ſhalt, now have the reward of thy 
ermity to Gods people: which words were fol- 
low'd with many mortal wounds, . of which 
one was a deep one above his eye. He la- 
bour'd to make them apprehenſive that he 
was a Miniſter, and pulling off his Cap ſhew'd 
them his grey hairs; intreating -them withal, 
that if they would not ſpare his life, yet that 
they would atleaſt allow him ſome little time .for 
prayer. | 

But their barbarous and inhumane anſwer was, 
That God wauld not hear ſo baſe a Dog as he was ; 
and as to the deſire of Quarter, they told him, 
That the ſtrokes they were then about to geve, were 
thoſe which he was toexpett. . Notwithſtanding all 
which inhumane uſage, and a-ſhot that plerc'd 
his body above his right Pap, and feveral blows 
that cut his hands, while he was holding them 
up to Heaven in prayer, he rais'd himſelf 
upon his knees, and utter'd theſe few words, 
God forgive you all. After which , . by .rea- 
fon of many gaſhes that cut his ſcull in pieces, 
hefell down dead. At which time ſome of the 
Murtherers, believing that they heard him groan, 
return'd, ſaying, he was of the nature of a Cat, 
and therefore they would go back, and hack 
him a little better for the Glory ai God. TP 
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And' fo having ſtixr'd about his brains with 
the-points of their Swords, they took an oath 
of the ſervants not to reveal their'names ; and 
then bidding them take up their Prieſt, they 
rode back ro: Marus, crying out aloud , Thar 
Judas was kill'd; and from thence made their 
eſcape. 

All this while at Londox the Parliament con- 
tinue their profecution of the -Earl- of Dax- 
by; and in order thereunto the lower Houſe 
reſolve that the Pardon of the Earl of Dax- 
by was illegal and void, and not to be allow'd

Thereupon the Lords appointed a ſhort day 
for hearing the Earl what he could ſay to make 
good the plea of his Pardon. 

Nor was his Majeſty himſelf leſs careful of 
the ſafety of the Nation , who finding or at 
leaſt fore-ſeeing the ill conſequences of theſe 
continu'd debates, thereupon ſent a Meſſage 
to the Commons, wherein he defir'd them to ſe- 
cure the Fleet, to proceed in the diſcovery of 
the Plot, the Iryal of the Lords in the Tow- 
er, and the Bill tor ſecuring the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion. | 


For all which they appointed a certain day of 


conſideration, but betore they -proceeded,. they 
made an Addreſs to his Majeſty againſt the 
Duke of Lauderdale, as a perſon who being in 
high truſts and employments abour his Majeſty, 
had by his arbitrary and deſtruCtive Counſels, 
trending to the ſubyerſion the rights,and liberty of 
of the 1ubject, endeavyour'd to alienate the hearts 


_ of his Majeſties good ſubjects from his Majeſty 
and Government ; and more particularly - had 


contriv'd and endeayour'd to raiſe jealoykes and 
miſunderſtandings between Erngland and Scot- 
land. And therefore they, moſt humbly beſought 
his Majeſty ro remove him from his Counſels bath 
i Scotland and England, from all Offices, Imploy- 
ments, and places of Truſt, and from his Maje- 
ſties preſengg.for ever.  _ | 

And to ſhew that they did not this out of dif 
obedience, but afteCtion , .preſently after they 
declar'd in a full houſe, That in defence of 
his Majeſties perſon, and the Proteſtant Reli-

gion, they would ſtand by. his Majeſty with 
their lives and fortunes ; and that if his Majeſty 
ſhould come to any untimely end, which God 
forbid, they would revenge it to the utmoſt up- 
on the Papilts. | | 

And now the Bill for the disbanding of the 
Army being compleated, and having paſs'd both 
Houſes, was confirm'd, and receiv*d- its laſt 
conſummation by the Kings Royal Aſſent : So 
that theCommiſſioners appointed by the houſe for 
that purpoſe had liberty to attend that particular 
ſervice. 

In the mean time the Commons perceiving 
that there was a day appointed for the Earl 
of Danby to make good the plea of his Par- 
don by Council, order'd that- no Commoner 
ſhould preſume to maintain the validity: of 
the Pardon pleaded by the ſaid Earl, withour 
the conſent of the Houſe ; and that the per- 
ſon ſo doing ſhould be accompted a betray- 
er of the liberty of the Commons of E- 
gland. Et” 

Next day the Farl appear'd ; and put in his 
' Petition into the Houſe of Lords, wherein he 
ſet forth, that he was then attending their 
Lordſhips according to Order ; and expett- 
ed to have met the Council affign'd him by 
their Lordſhips 3 but that 'he had receiv'd a 
' Meſſage from every one of them, that they 
durſt not appear to argue ' for him, by rea- 
= of a Vote which the houſe paſs'd yeſter- 

ay. 
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Who thereupon order'd that the Petition 
ſhould be communicated to the Houſe at the 
next Conference, to know. of them whether any 
ſuch Vote were by them made or no. 

But here aroſe a new debate concerning the 
Biſhops, which much entangled the intereſt of the 
Earl of Danby, and the other five Lords in the 
Tower, in reference to their Iryals ; for the 
Commons would not proſecute the latter before 
the firſt, nor: the, firſt before ſuch and ſuch 
things were concluded. So that: it will be necella- 
ry to relate the proceedings of both Houſes a- 
gainſt the Lords,. which at length happen'dto be 


/ the occaſion that. neither the one. nor the other 


came to their Tryals, as was expected.

*they had kneeled awhile, they were order'd to 
ſtand up and hear their Charge, which when 


they had heard, the Lord Chancellor askK*d them 
what they had to fay for themtelves, lettings them 
know withal that his . Majeſty would appoint a 
Lord Hish Steward for their Tryals. . I here- 
upon the [Lords impeach'd made "tent requeſts 
in order to their ſeveral Defences upon their Iry- 
als and then withdrew for a time. After the 


_ Houle had taken their requeſts into conſideration, 


they were called in again,and the Lord C hancellor 
gave them to underftand, that the ſeveral Endict- 
ments found againſt them by the Grand Jury, 
ſhould be brought into that Court by Writ of 
Certiorari; and that they might have Copies of 
the Articles of hens and ſhould have con- 

venient time given them to {end in their refpe&tive 
Anſwers thereunto. 

All this while the Lord Bellaf :s had not appea- 
red at the Bar; it beins ſworn that he was ſo ill 
that he could not ſtir out of his bed: which rea- 
{onable excuſe was allow'd for the time. Not 
long after a Meſſage was ſent from the Lords to 
acquaint the Commons, that the Lords impeaci;*d 
had all, except the Lord Bellaſis, brought up their 


Anſivers to the Charge exhibited acainkt the: 1, 
Hl -3 all 
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and that their Lordſhips had ſent them the Origi- 
nals, deſiring to have them return'd. 

Soon after it was found, that the Lord Bellaſss 
had ſent in his Anſwer without Appearance, which 
occaſion'd a great Debate, Whether by his not ap- 
pearance he had been Arraignd, orno, and whe- 
ther his Anlwer wer2 legal? The conſideration of 

which buſineſs was referr*d = the Committee of Se- 
crecys as ailo to look into the Anlwers of the five 
Lords; to confider of the Metizods of Proceed- 
ings upon Impeachments, and to Report their Opi- 
mions. Which were, That the Lord Be/lafis be- 
in Impeach'd of High 'Treaton by'the Commons 
could not make wary, Antwer, but in perſon. And 
that tne ſeveral \Writings put in by the other 
Lords, which they call'd their Pleas and An- 
wers, were not Pleas or Anfwers , but Argu- 
mentative and Evaſive, to which the Commons 
neitier could nor ouSht to reply. 

That tnongh the Anſwers of the other four 
Lords were i{oHicient , yet that there ought not 
| to be any Proceedings againſt them , until the 

Lord Bc/:/7s had put in a ſufficient Anſwer in 
perſon. 

T hat the Commons ſhould demand of the Lords, 
that their Lord{hips woul: forthwith order and re- 
quire the {aid Lords to put intheir perfe& Anſwers, 
or in Gefault thereof, that the Commons might 
have Juſtice acainſt them. 

Thereupon it was order'd by the Commons, 
That a Conference ſhould be Gdefir'd with the 
Lords touchins the Antwers of the five Lords in 
the T ower : : and that the Managers thereof ſhould 


acquaint their Lordihips , that they intended to

they had accordingly {ent them. 

The next day came another Meflage from the 
Lords, to acquaint them, I hat the Lords Powzs, 
Stafford, and Arundel, had appear*d likewile at 
the Bar, and had retracted their former Pleas , 
and had put in their Anſwers, which they had allo 
ſent for them to view and confider. All which 
Anſwers were by the Commons referr'd to the Se- 
cret Committee. 

What theſe Anſwers were may be caſily ſeen 
by that of the Lord Perres here inſerted.

© All which Incertainties, eminent and apparent

E are immediately concerned) teing {eriouſly weigh-

Soon after the Lords deſir'd to know of the Com- 
mons, Whether they were ready to joyn Jſe ? 
who return'd in a ſhort time for anfwer, That they 
were ready to make good their Charge againſt the 
five Lords. 

Thereupon a Meſſage was ſent from the Lords 
to acquaint the Commons , That they had made 
an Order, That the five Lords in the Tower ſhould 
be brought to their Txryals upon the Impeach- 
ments againſt them by Nat day ſeven night, the 
Meſſage being qeliver's on the ſixth of May: 
and that they had allo appointed an Addrels to 
be preſented to his Majeſty, for the naming a Lord 
High Steward , as well in the Caſe of. the Earl 
of Danby, as of the other five Lords, and that 
the ſame ſhould be in Weſtminſter-Hall, 

Upon this,the Commons appointed a Committee 
to ſearch Precedents relating to the Meſſage ſent 
them from the Lords; upon whole Report it 
was found, I hat on the like occaſion, the Com- 
mons had appointed a ſelect Committee to joyn 
with a Committce of the Lords, to conſider of the 
Methods and Circumſtances to be oblerv'd in the 
T1ryal. This occafion'd a Meſſage to the Lords, to 
deſire a Conference upon the Subject Matter of 
the laſt Mefſagerelating to the Tryal of the Lords 


in the T owecr. 


There 
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There it was urg'd by the Commons, that they 
{uppos'd that their Lordihips did intend in all their 
proceedings upon Impeachments depending at that 
time before their Lordſhips, to follow the uſual 
courſe and methods of Parliament ; and therefore 
the Commons could not apprehend what ſhould 
induce their Lordſhips to addreſs to his Majeſty 
for a Lord High Steward, in order to the deter- 
minins the validity of the Pardon, which had been 
pleaded by the Earl of Daxby to the Impeackment 
of the Commons; as allo for the Tryal of the 
Other five Lords; for that they coaceiv the 
Conſtituting of a High Stewar was not neceſſary 3 
in regard that judgment might be given 1n Parlia- 
ment without a High Steward. For which rea- 
{ons, and for that there were ſeveral other mat-_ 
ters contain'd in their Lordſhips Meſſage, touch- 
ing the Iryals of the Lords deach 'd, which if 
not ſettled, might occaſion fſeyeral Interruptions 
ang Delays in the Proceedings. 

Therefore the Houſe of Commons did propole 
to their Lordihips,that a Committee of both Houles 
might be appointed to conſider of the moſt pro- 
, per ways and methods of proceedings upon Im- 
peachments by the Houle of 7 Kay according 
to the uſage of Parliament, that thoſe Inconveni: 
ences might be avoided. 

The Reaſons of the Commons being thus de- 
liver'd, the Lords deſir'd another upon the Con- 
ference before going, wherein they declar'd, that 
they could not agree to a Committee of 'both 
Houles, becauſe they did not thirik it conforma- 
ble to the Rules and Orders of Proceedings of 


that Court ; which always was, ever ought ta 
a4

be tender in matters relating to their Judica- 
ture. 

Upon the report of this Anſwer, the Commons 
voted, that it tended to the Interruption of the 
Sood Correfpondency between the two Houles , 
and therefore defir'd another Conference with the 
Lords. us 

There the Commons declar*d their care to pre- 
vent all interruptions of a g004 Correſpondence 
between the two Houſes; which as they were 
deſirous at all times to preſerve, fo was it more 
eſpecially neceſſary at ſuch a conjunQure, when 
the moſt heinous Delinquents were to be brought 
to Juſtice , that the Enemies of the King and 
Kingdom might have no hopes left them, to ſee 
it obſtructed by any difficulties ariling in the way 
of proceeding. And therefore in Antwer to the 
laſt Conference it was urg'd, 1 hat their Lord- 
ſhips did not offer any Anſwer or fatisfaRion to 
the Commons in their neceſſary Propoſals amica- 
bly propounded by way of ſuppoſition, that they 
might have been confirn'd therein by their Lord- 
ſhips. That their Lordſhips did intend in all 
their Proccedings upon the Impeachments now 
depending before their Lordſhips to follow 
the uſual courſe and methods of Parliament. 

And further, their Lordſhips had not given the 
leaſt Anſwer or fatisfation to the Conmons con- 


cernins their Lordfhips addreſſing to the King. 


for a Lord High Steward, though the Commons 
propos'd their deſign of fatisfaQion, in as cauti- 
ous terms as could be, on purpoſe to avoid all 
diſputes about Judicature. 
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Thereupon the ſence of the Commons was thus 
ſumm'd up, that They, to avoid all Interruptions 
and Delays in tae proceedings againſt the Lords 
impeach'd, and the inconveniencies that ſhould 
ariſe thereby, having propos'd to their Lordſhips, 
that a Committce of both Houſes might be nomi- 
nated, to conlider of the moſt proper means and 
methods of proceedings upon Impeachments, and 
rccelving no other Anſwer from the Lords, ſave 
onely That they did not think it conformable to the 
\ Rules and Orders of the Proceeding of their Court, 
without any Reaton aſſign'd, judg*d the ſaid 
Anſwer to be a refuſal of them to agree with 
the Commons in appointing ſuch a Committce, 
though heretofore not deny'd when ask*d upon 
the like occaſion; and at that time defir'd Pur- 


poſly to avoid diſputes and delays. 
So that in fine the ſence of the Houſe being 


thus deliver'd by Mr. FZ.mbden, at length he told 
the Lor:s that he had commands to acquaint them 
that things ſtanding ſo upon their Anſwer, the 
Commons coul{ not proceed in the Iryal of the 
Lords before the Method of proceedings were ad- 
juſted between the two Houſes. 

However this difterence was {oon paſſed over 
had not alarge debate interven'd. For ſoon at- 
ter the Lords ſent down a Meſſage to acquaint 
the Commons, That they had appointed a Com- 
mittee of twelve Lords to meet a Committee of 
the Houſe of Commons in the inner Court of 
Wards to conſider of propoſitions and circum- 
ſtances relating to the Tryal of the Lords in the 


Tower. 
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In the midd'ſt of theſe Debates his Majeſty was 
pleagd to lend a Meſſige to the Houſe by Mr. 
Poyle, to the following purport, That His Mi- 
Jeſfty had already at the firſt meetins of Parliament, 
and ſince, by a word or two, mentiord the Niceſ= 
ſy of having a Fleet out at Sea that Summer, yet 
the ſeaſon for preparing being advaiiOd, and our 
neighbors before 1s tn preparation, He could not ho!d 
himſelf diſcharg'd towards His people, if He did not 
then with more earaeſtneſs, Commend the ſame to their 
preſent Care and Conſideration, and the rather from 
the dayly expectation of the return of the Fleet from 
the Streights, to which a great Arrear was due, 
and aid hereby acquit Himſelf of all the evil Conſe- 
quences which the want of a Fleet in ſuch a juniture 
mipht produce. Neither had He done this without 
conſidering that their Entring upon the work. preſent- 
ly could be no hindrance to the great Aﬀairs upon the 
Houſe, but rather a ſecurity i the diſpatch there- 


of 
Howcver it were, the Conſideration of this 
Meſſage was Adjourned for a Week, and their 
former Debates refum'd, if they were at all in- 
terruptec. : 
For now the Committees of Lords and Com- 
| mons havins met, two Propoſitions were made by 
the Commoners; to fee the Commilſhon. of Lord . 
High Steward,and other Commillions. 

- In the ſecond place, they deſired to know what 
Reſolutions had been taken touching the Lords 
Spiritual, whither they ſhould be ablent or pres 
{ent. 

As to the firſt, the Lords acquainted them with 


an Order which they had made, that the Office 
I of 
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of a High Chamberlain upon the Tryal of Peers 
upon Impeachment , was not. neceſlary to the 
Houle ot Pcers, but that the Lords might proceed 
upon ſuch Tryais, though a High Steward were 
not appointed, 
ſhe Lords alſo farther declar'd that a Lord 
High Steward was made hac vice onecly, that not- 
withſtanding the making of a Lord High Steward, 
the Court rewaind the lame, and was not there: 
by alter'c, but -Rill remain'd the Court of Pecrs 
in Pa: lament. 

As to the fecond Propoſition, the Lords com- 
municated che Retolution of the Peers, which 
was this, i bat tne Lords Spititual had a right 
to tay in Court in Capital Caules, till ſuch time 
as juugiicnt of Death comes to be pronounced 
or rather, as by a carter mpmatiog. of the {aid 
Retoiution the = 2rils wave it-out, ti! the Court 
procecdcd to the Vote of Guilty or not .

Danby ſhould be recalPd, and another nevwr Com- 
miſſion accorcins to the Amendments ifſ1d torth, 
bearing date aiter the {aid Reſolve ; and that the 
like Commiliion ſhould be ifſu'd forth for I ryal of 
the other. Lords. 

As to the Lords Anſwer to the ſecond Propolt- 
tion, the Commons gave their Committee oxCer to 
inſiſt, 'I hat the Lords Spiritual ought not to have 
any Vote in any proceccvings again{t the Lor's 
in the Tower; and that when that matter ſhould 
be ſettled, and the methods of Proceedings ad- 
juſited, that then'the Houle would be ready to pro- 
cced upon the Tryal of the Earl of Dazby, againit 


whom the Houle had already demanded Judg- 


ment, and afterwards to the I ryal of the other 
five Lords. 
Upon the 16th of Aay, after feveral Debates 


and Reports of both Committees, the Lords came 


to this Refolution., that the Thurſday followins 
ſhould be appointed to begin the Tryal of the 
five: Lords. | "YE 

Upon which the Lords Spiritual defired leave 
of the Houle, that they might withdraw therm- 
{elves from the Tryal of the ſaid Lords, with 
Liberty of Entring their ulval proteltations. This 
Reſolution and the deſire of the Biihops being com- 
municated to the Commons, It was by them retiol- 
v'd, That the Vote of their Houſe exteirded ate)! 
to the Earof Dazby, as the ret, and that at 


the Biſhops might have leave to withJraw, it in- 


ply'd a right, ywhich it they had, it vas a new 
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Court; - a thins the Commans could not admit of. 
The Lords made Anſwer that there was no day ap- 

pointed for the Tryalof the Earl] of Danby, and 
tis the Lords Spiritual would be abſent at all the 
parts of the Tryals of the five Lords; and that the 
Proteſtation has defired to enter would be the 
{ame as in the Earl of Stafford's cale. 

To which the Commons reply*d that they could 
not proceed to treat of any other propolal till 
ſuch time as the buſinels about the Court ſhould 
be tettÞPd. 

But the Lords inſiſting till upon their firſt Reſo- 
lutions, the Commons thought fit to draw up 
their Reaſons in writing , which they did, and 
deliver'd them to the Committee of Lords u pon 
the 26th of ay. Which was the day before tes 
Prorogation. Which becaule they are matter of 
Hiſtory as ycll as debate, may not be unfitly in- 
ſerted. 

They alleadged that the Commons had always 
cdelir'd, tit a good Corretpondence might be pre- 
ſerv'd between the two Houſes. 

That there was then depending between their 
Lordfhips and the Commons a matter of the 
pogen weight; In the tranſactions of which their 

ordihips did ſeem to apprehend ſome difhculty in 
the Matters propos'd by the Commons. To clear 
the ſame the Commons had deſir'd that Confer- 
ence; by which, they hop'd to manifeſt to their 
Lord(hips that the Propoſitions of the Houle of 
Commons, made by their Committe, in relation 
to the Tryal of the Lords in the Tower, were on- 
ly fuch as were well warranted by the Laws of 


tne Parliament, and Conſtitution of Government, 
and 
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and in no ſort intrenched upon the TJudicature of 
the Peers, but were moſt neceſſary to be inſiſted 
upon, that the Ancient Rights of Judicature in 
Parliament might be maintain'd. 

The Commons readily acknowledg*] that the 
Crimes charged upon the Earl of Powss, Vil- 
count Stafford, Lord Arundel of Wardour ,, and 
Lord Bellaſis were of deep Guilt; and calld for 
ipeedy Juſtice : But withal, they held, that any 
change in Judicature in Parliament, mace without 
conſent in full Parliament, was ot pernictous Con- 
lequence both to his Majeſty and his Subjects ; 
and conceived themſelves obliged to tran{mit to 
their Poſterity all the Rights which or that kind 
they had receiv'd from their Anceſtors, by put- 
ting their-Lordſhips in mind of the progrets that 
had already been betwcen the two Houlcs in re- 
lation to the Propoſitions made by the Commons, 
and the reaſonableneſs of the Propolitions them- 
telves. So that they doubted not but to make it 
appear, that their Aimes had been no other, then 
to avoid {uch Conſequences, and to preferve that 
Right; and that there was no cclay of Juſtice 
on their part. And to that purpoſe they offer'd 
to their Lordſhips the enſaing Reatons ani! Nar- 
rative. That the Commons in bringing the Earl 
of Danby to Juſtice, and in dilcoyery of that exe- 
crable and traiterous Conſpiracy, ( of which the 
five Popith Lords ſtood impeached, and for which 
ſome of their wicked Accomplices had already 
undergone the ſentence of the Law, as Traytors 
and Murtherers ) had labour'd under miny great 
difficulties was not unknown to their Lord{hips.

Upon Conſideration of this Mefl-se, the -Com- 
mons tound, that the admitting of the Lords Spirt- 
tual to exerciſe = Jn in thcte Caſes, was an 
alteration of the Judicature 17 Parliam ent. an: 
which extended as well to the proceeding aSainl 
the Five Lords, as the Earl of Dizby, And va 
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if a Lord High Steward ſhould be neceſſary upon 
Trial on Impeachments of the Commons, -the 
power of Judicature in Parliament, upon Impeach- 
ments might be defeated by tuſpending or denying 
a Commiſſion to Conftitute 2 Lord High Steward. 
And that the ſaid days of Trial appointed by their 
Lordſhips were lo near to the time of their ſaid 
Meſlage, that thoſe Matters, and the Method of 
Proceeding upon the Trial could not be adjuſted 
by conference between the two Houles, before 
the day ſo nominated. And contequently the 
Commons could not then proceed to Trial, unleſs 
the zeal which they .had for ſpeedy Judgment

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the Lords in the Tower ſhould be put off till the 


other Matters were adjuſted ; and it was then 
agreed , That the Propoſition as to the time of 
Trial ſhould be the laſt thing Conſidered: The 
efte& of which agreement ſtands reported in their 
Lord{hips Books. 

After which , the Commons Communicated to 
their Lordſhips, by their Committee, a Vote of 
theirs, that the Committee of the Commons ſhould 
inſiſt upon the former Vote 0® the Houle, that the 
Lords Spiritual ought not to have any Vote in any 
proceeding againſt the Lords in the Tower and that 
when that Matter ſhould be ſettled, and the method 
of proceedings adjuſted, the Commons would then 
be ready to proceed upon the Trial of the Pardon 
of the Earl of Danby, againſt whom they had 
before demanded Judgment, and afterwards to the 
Trial of the other Five Lords in the Tower. Which 
Vote extended as well to the Earl of Danby, as to 
the other Five Lords. But the Commons had as 
yet received nothing from their Lordſhips towards 
an Anſwer of that Vote, fave that their Lordſhips 
had acquainted them, that the Biſhops had ask*d 
leave of the Houſe of Peers, that they might with- 
draw themſelves from the Trial of the Five Lords, 
with Libertie of entrins their uſual Proteſtati- 
ons. 

And though the Commons Committee had almoſt 


_ daily declar'd to their Lordſhips Committee, That

This Declaration they intended to have put.up 
at Glaſgow ,, but the Neighbouring Parts being 
hotly alarum'd by thele- proceedings , Captain 
Graham of Clover-Houſe upon intelligence of a 
great number of Men, being gather'd togeth er 
upon Loundoun Hill, march'd thither with his 
Troop, and a Company of Dragoons, and there 
found a Body of Fourteen or Fifteen hundred 
Men, well aravd and in good Order. The Foot 
were Coinmanded by one Weir; the Horſe by 
Robert Hamilton, and three more , whole names 
were, Patton , Balfour and Haxton;, of which 
the two laſt were deep in the Murder of the 
Archbiihop of St. Ardrenps. 

The Rebels, upon the approach of Captain Gra- 
ham, {ſent out two Parties to skirmiſh with him, 


' which he beat into their main Body. Upon 


which they advanc'd upon him with their whole 
Force: Yet notwithſtanding all their Number , 
and though his own Horle were killd under 
him, beings ſoon mounted upon another, he made 
good his ground, till at laſt being overpower'd 
by Number, after a great ſlaughter of the Rebels, 
with the loſs of his Cornet,, two Brigadeers , 
eight Horſe, and twenty Dragoons, he was for- 
ced to retreat toward Glaſoow; being after all 
this, conftrain'd to Fight his way thorow the 
Ta | ; Townl- 


ha 
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Townſmen of Srrevin, who were got together to 


- oppoſe him, of whom he lett ten or twelve dead 


upon the place. | 

The Rebels, thus finding themſelves ſuperior 
in Force, had the confidence, the next day, to at- 
tack the City of Glaſzow at two ſeveral times. But 
all the Streets were ſo well barricado'd by the 
Lord Roſs, and the Souldiers there put into fo 
gJod and advantagious poſture of Defence , 
that thc Rebels were beat off with a confide- 
rable loſs, beſides many Priſoners that were 'ta- 
ken. Whereupon the Horſe and Foot in the 
Town fally*'d out upon them, and forc'd them to 
retire. * 

But now to leave Scotland for a while, let us 
return to. London, to which place Tranta&ions 
no lefs {ignal call us back. For upon the {e- 
venth of this Month, the Marquis 4? Auronches, 
Embaſſador extraordinary from the Crown of 


. Portugal made his public Entry , having been 
receiv d at Greenwich by the Earl of Kent, and © 


Sir Charles Cotrerell, Maſter of the Ceremonies, 
and from thence brought by Water in the 
King's Barge, with leveral others of his re- 
tinue, to Tower-Hill. Where when he Landed 
he was ſaluted with a diſcharge of teveral pieces 
of Cannon, put into his Majeſties Coach of State 
and condudted to Weſtminſter. His Equipage was 
very {plendid, conſiſting of fix Pages, who with 
the Gentleman of his Horie, rod on Howback, 
and twenty Foot-men ; And his three Coaches, 
one of which was more remarkable tor its rich- 
neſs,” were follow'd by a numerous train of others

The next day, but one, he was conducted to 
his Audience of their Majeſties, in the Banquet- 
ting-Houſe, by the Earl of Shrewsbary and Sir 
Charles Cottercl! , being {plendidly attended from 
Weſtminſter mn the King's Coach of State. 

As for the Papiits, they were ſti]] as great mil- 
bclicvers as ever, cry'd up the innocency of their 
ewn pretended Martyrs, exclaimd againſt the 
Injuftice ot their Condemnation, and Iabour'd by 
all means imaginable to perſuade the World into 
a concurrence with their pretended ſuggeſtions. 
As that Religion teldom wants weak and impro- 
bable Arguments amons the Wile, to ſtumble 
mean and Vulgar Capacities. Therefore it was 
now thovgnt convenient to bring the reſt of the 
crue, that were in hold, before the face of Ju- 
ſtice, that by their TIryals and Condemnations, 
they might ſilence the folly of vain Infinuation, 
and confirm the Impiety of thoſe that had prece- 
ded them in Puniſhment- 

To which purpoſe, toward the middle of this 
menth, Themas White , alias Whitebread, Provin- 
cial of the Jeſuits in England, William Harcourt 
the pretended Reftor of London, Fohn Fenwick 
Procurator for the Jeſuits in England, Fohn-Ga- 
ven , 'alias Gawen , Anthony Turner , and Fames 
Corker, were brought to the Bar of the Seſſion's- 
Houſe in the Old-Bailly. 

As for Corker, he preſented a Petition to tne 


Court, ſettins forth that he was abſolutely ſur- 
priz'd 
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oriz?d; and unprepar*d for his Tryal, and therefore 
belought the Court that he might not be try'd till 
the next Seſſions. 

To this the Court feen'd inclinable enough, nor 
did the Attorney General gain-lay it, upon condt- 
tion that he coul{ reatly mate 1t out, that he wan- 
red Witnefles, without which he could nor make 
his Defence.

«to alter the cnc ® and Religion eſtabliſh'd 
* by Law, and to levy War againſt! the King. 
it was further lay*d to their Charge in the In- 
ditment, © That in purſuance of *their evil In- 
<tentions , and the better to 'accompliſh their 
* Deſigns, They met together , held Conlultati- 

Ons, "and agreed to murther the Kins; and 


* upon that bigody foundation to build the 
EY * pro- 
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© progreſs of their Villany ; which was to in- 
*troduce the Superſtition of the Church of Rome 
© inſtead of the Religion eſtabliſh'd by Law. 
©It was concluded that Grove and Pickering 
* ſhould commit the Murther, for which Whzte- 
© bread and the other perſons Indicted, Contra- 
© ted, with the one for ſuch a number of Mal- 
© ſes, and with the other for a certain ſum of 
£ Money. That they did alto make diligent en- 
© quiry for four other Perſons unknown ,* and 
* when they came to them, did both animate 
© and embold'n, encourage and abet them to Kkull 
© the King at Windſor. And all this adviſedly , 
© and out of a Traiterous Malice and Hatred 
* againſt the King, and the National Government 
© and Religion. 

The Indidment being read, Whitebread repre- 
ſented to the Court, that in regard he had been 
try'd upon the 17th of December before, upon 
the ſame Inditment, at what time the Jury be- 
ing impannelPd , and the Evidence found inſuf- 
ficient which came in againſt him, the Jury was 
diſcharged without a Verdi&t, he was inform*d 
that no man could be try*'d, and conſequently be 
pu} in jeopardy of his life twice for the ſame 
cauſe. For which reaſon he made it his humble 
{uit, that he might have Counſel to dire& him 
upon that point 1n the matter of the Law. He 
urs*d that his life was in danger, as being deli- 
ver d over in Charge to the Jury: and to make 
2t out, he alleg'd the Caſe of Sayer, in the 31 
Elz. who having pleaded to a fornier Indi&- 
ment for a Burglary, was Indicted a ſecond time; 
upon which it was the Opinion of the Judges, that 

[Re he 
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he could not be Indited twice for the ſame fat. He 
likewiſe defir'd a ſight of the Record, and that he 
might be inforn*'d, Whether, or no, when a per- 
{on comes upon, his Tryal, he ought not either to 
be Condemn'd or Acquitted ? 

Upon the whole matter and his motion together, 
the Court declar'd to him, That the Jury being 
diſcharg'd.of him, his Life was in no danger. For 
that the Jury being Sworn to make a true delive- 
rance of the Priſoners in their Charge , their 
Charge could not be full, till the laſt Charge of the 
Court, after Evidence. Moreover, he was told, 
That ſuch a Plea, as he produc'd, could not be 
ſupported without a Record: but that it was cer- 
tain, that there was no fuch Record of the 17th of 
December, for that there was no Verdi; and be- 
ſides, it was not the ſame Indidment, ih regard tt 
contain'd new Matter. 

Fenwick offer'd the ſame Plea, enlarging himſelf 
upon it. T hat both of them were then in the ſame 
danger with'the other three that had ſuffer*d; in 
regard that if Mr. Bedloe had giv'n the ſame Evi- 
dence againſt Him and Whitebread , as he gave 
againſt the reſt, they two ſhould have been like- 
wiſe condemn' d. So that the Evidence falling 
ſhort, he ſuppos'd, that they ought to have been 
diſcharg'd. 

But the Court returning the ſame Anſwer to him, 
as to the former, they both ſubmitted , and fo 
all of them Pleaded levera Ily rot Guilty to the In-, 


_ dictment. 


When the Jury came to be Impannel['a, they ex- 
cepted unanimouſly, without naming them, againſt 
all thoſe Perſons that had fſerv'd before as Jury- 
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men in the lame Caule : which the Court allowed 
them, as but reaſon ; and gave order to the Clark 
of the Arraignments,not to Impannel any that were 
upon the foriner Jury. 

When the King's Counſel had oper'd the Indid- 
ment, Dr. Oates was the firſt Witneſs ſworn , 
who Depos 'd againſt Whitebread, © That he was

a cluſter of Birds of their own Feather; a crue 
of youns Seminarians, nurtur'd up at St. Omers 
in all their own Principles, and Leflons of Equi- 


vocation, and Jeluitical Tongue-Jugling , and 


Religious Velitation. Theſe were the Emetrs of 
Tunquin , that were in one hour to cat down 
the Pillars of the King's Evidence , by pro- 
ving, That DoQor Oates was 'at St. Omers 
upon the 24th of Apri/; and 1o not being ubi- 
quitary he could not be at the {ame time at 
the White Horſe im the Strana : and then 
the Plot had vaniſh'd, the Witneſſes had been

This flexible Flock were very punctual to 


their time, and laid their Allegations home e-

! ral others, though of meaner Quality , vet 
| of honeſt Reputation 5 it was a thing that 
| could riot þe a little admir'd ; to ſee the . 
{ L 2 Effects 
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Effeats of blind Popith Education : that 1o | 
many young Declaimers ſhould make ſuch an | 
early venture of their Credit, as to out-brazen | 
Truth it ſelf, in a matter, which upon the mani- | 
feſt Contradictions of their Afhirmatives , it ap- 
pear'd,, could not be unknown to themlelves. 
There is but one Conſideration that pleads 
for them , That as they were under Dilci- 
pline, they durſt not but Swear in verba Ma- 
giſtri > well knowing what Entertainment they 
were to expe at their return , if they did 
not ſtand faſt to their tackling. Their Ma- 
ſters knew no better means then to oppole blind 
Zeal *againft blind Juſtice, Having arn'd delu- 
ded Youth with all the promis'd Rewards, that 
. could on their ſupportingattend the weak Caule 
of their Ghoſtly Fathers in the Clutches of the 
Law , by any irregularity of mil-guided Con- 
{cience whatſoever. 
PD i Thus then ſtood the Ballance of the Evi- 
FO dence, as to the Defence of the Priſoners on 
Vþ both ſides. Some affirm'd, That they were not 
in Town, but in {uch and ſuch places in the 
Country at the times they were {worn to be 
in London, and contequently could not be guil- 
ty of Crimes taid to be committed in the place 
where they were not at that time, as the 
home-Friends of the Priſoners alledged. Others, 
and thoſe the St. Omer's Youths, arlirm'd, That 
odor Oates was at the Colledge of St. Omers 
all April and May, and in all that time they 
law him conſtantly there , ſaving onely one 
Night that he lay forth, And that Sir Fohs 
(Varaer and Sir Thomas Preſton did not come into 
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England with the Dodtor, as he had ſworn, for 
that they were daily ſeen in or near the places 
of their Reſidence all April and 2Zay, whereby 
they ſurely thought they had tubverted the Do- 
ctor's Evidence. 

On the other fide, the Witneſſes for the 
King poſitively ſwore, That they did tee 
the DoQor in Town either in the beginning 
of ay, or the latter cad of April, and 
that they knei him and ſpake with him in his 
Dilguiles. 

Whitebread's Plea was , That having urg*d Do- 
Cor Oates at the laſt Tryal, to name any one 
that he had feen in Town, he could name 
no body. And 1o likewiſe afterwards, at the 
Committee he averr'd, That the Priloner lay 
privately at Grove#s, when he never lay there 
at all : and then again, he had been poſitive , 
that he ſtaid here but ſix days, and faw little 
Company. Another Contradi&tion , for that 
the Evidence had affirm®d , That in the end of 
March, or the middle of April, he ſaw him. 
here, whereas Doctor Oates himlelf had declar'd, 
that he croſs?d the Sea with Hilſley the 17th of 
April. So then if he landed in Enp/a9 the 17th 
of April, and continu'd here ' good part of ay, 
how could it be that he ſtaid in England but fix 
days. But to this the Court gave an{wer, That 
the preciſe day was not {o punciually tworn to , 
{o that DoQtor Oates might be {cen here the latter 
end of April and the beginning of 2Z:y, and yet 
his Teſtimony ſtand g90d. 


a Fenwick 
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Fenwick, deſ1rd © the Court and the Jury to 
ſcan the Evidence on both fides: and to confider 
that the one {pake to the whole time, upon a 
daily Converſation, and the other onely: to this or 
that day; or of ſeeing Dottor Oates in a Dilguile. 
On the one fide, {o many young Gentlemen vir- 
tuouſly Educated; on the other, a needy ſort of 
people it ſought to mend their Fortunes by 
their Swearing. So that his Teſtimony was falſe 
as to Sir Fohu Warner , Williams , and Sir T homas 
Preſion., Or if the Evidence might be conclu- 
ded equal, what was the main {ſupport of his 
Evidence 2? ſcveral Letters, as he pretended 
from Mr. Whitebread; which, if it were true, 
the Priſoners delery'd to be hang'd for Fools, as 
weil as for Knaves, for truſting a perſon they ne- 
ver had any eſteem for, and one whom the Col- 
ledge had expell'd. 

As for the CondelBote and Letters he ſpoke of, 
it was a wonder , that almoſt a year after the 

makings of the Diſcovery, and thouſands of Let- 
ters ſciz?d , not one Commiſſion ſhould yet ap- 
pear; not one Penny of Money, nor any Order 
- for it ; 'no Arms found , nor out of all thoſe 
Letters, any thins diſcover'd toward the De- 
ſign. And for all the Writings Sign'd , which 
he had {worn to be hundreds, not one ſingle Pa- 
per to be produc'd in confirmation of it. Upon 
which he concluded , There was no ratio- 
nal Proof among them all , but Saying and. 
PvE and that . was that he would ftand 
"1, reourt declard, T hat he was then in the 


Seventicth Year of his Age , yet never in

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his whole Life had becn accus'd before a Ma- 
Siſtrate before. But that it was impoſſibſe 
to prove a Negative ; and that there was no

Gawen offer d to the Court, That it was nel- 
ther prov'd that he was at the Conlult, neither 
was he capable of it ; appealing to Harcourt , 


and the reſt, Whether he were there, or no ? 


and denying it upon the words of a dyins 
man. 

As to his Name being to the Reſolve, which 
was laid in Fuly, he had prov'd himſelf to be in 
Stafford-ſhire the laſt week of that Month. 

He farther mov'd, Whether being accus'd by 
one Witneſs for a Fad committed in London , 
and by another, for a Crime in Staffora-ſhire , 
thoſe two Witneſſes could go for two Wit- 
neſies in Law ? But as to that he was over- 
ruPd, as being a Queſtion alreaay re{olv'd in 
the Caſe of Sir Henry Yaue , againſt whom 
diſtinct Witneſſes prov'd diſtin Fas commait- 
ted in ſeveral Countries, yet being all overt Acts 
of one and the ſame Ireaton, the Evidence was 
adjudg'd to be good. 

His ſecond Plea was rounded upon the 
Circumſtances of credible Witneſſes, and clear 
Evidence , but that in his Cate there was nei- 
ther the one nor the other; and therefore he 
ought not to be Convicted by ſuch Witneſles , 
nor ſuch Evidence. In Anſwer to which, the 
Court inform®d him, That they were lawful Wit- 
neſles, becaule not convict of any. Crime that 


might deſtroy their Teſtimony : And for their 
WY Credit, 
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Credit, that was in the breaſt of the Jury to 
judge of. 

Tiras Plea was only a bare Gadflion, Whe- 
cher it were reaſonable to admit thoſe people to an 
Oath in Evidenee, who for Scandal had been de- 


| barr'd the Sacrament, , as he undertook to prove by 


one Haſtings, but he being call'd , anc! not appear- 
ing, the Court proccedec to give Directions to the 
Jury, wherein the Evidence was {o fully juilifd, 


and all their Objections 1o clearly an{wer'd, that 


the Jury , after they had withdrawn , made no 
long ſtay to fatishe themſelves, but after a quarter 
of an hour's conſideration, brought them in all 
Guilty of the High Treaſon whereof they ſtood 
inditted. Upon which they were remanded to 
{Vewrate.

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a farther Light, by joyning with, and at ſe- 
veral Churches heating the Sermons of Dr. 
Thomas Goodwin, Dr. Owen, and ſome{others, the 
Heads of the Independent or Congregational 
way. After that, as being ſtedfaſt to nothing, 
or rather miſſing his chief aim , Emolument , 
he fell to the Arabapriſts, and from them to 
the Lxakers, a proper Sett for them that have 
the true Art of Diſhimulation, among whom he 
challeng'd Dr. Owen, and {ome others, in a Let- 
ter written in ſeveral Languages, and that 16 
learnedly, that'it was deem'd worthy the Con- 
{ideration of the Convocation, by whom he was 
cenſur'd as a Feſuit, or lome other of the beſt 
ſort of Popiſh Education, and thereupon um- 
prifon'd in the Caſtle Priſon in Oxford, where he 
pretended diſtraction , and ated the Madman 
ſo rarely to the life, that in few days ſome 
Friends of his procur'd his liberty. He was fcen 
ſeveral times running up and down the Streets, 
with his Hat under his Arm, full of Stones , 
throwing at every {mal] Bird he law. But © re 
long he was met by a Miniſter of the Church of 
England, at the Houle of a Roman Catholick, 
_ there heard him Diſcourſe 1o gravely , 
learnedly , and ditcreetly , that he gor not 
onely into an acquaintance but familiarity with 
him ; .inſfomuch that this Gentleman bejng of 
Maudlin Colledge , he there gave him ſeveral 
Viſits in ſeveral Diſguifes. But at length , be- 
ins again ſuſpeted , and in danger of being 
apprehended , he ſtole away: privately for Lo- 


gon, Toi which place buſineſs calling the lame 
Gentle. 


Fn 
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Gentleman, about fix Mornths after, he was 
no ſooner come to Town, but he had notice of a 
famous Preacher among the Quakers, near Cha- 
ring*Croſs and the fame day he met Whzte- 
bread , 'the great man of Fame , going to {peak 
in an old faſhion pink*d Fuſtian Jerkin, clouted 
Shoes , his Breeches fac'd with Leather, and a 
Carter's Whip in his hand, in that Garb alto- 
gether diſguiz'd from his knowledge : howe- 
ver he knew the Gentleman, and ſpake to him, 
and ſo they renew'd their acquaintance. For 
that time however they took leaye, and he went 
forward upon his intended work , but the next 
day he came to the Gentleman's Quarters in the 
neat}habit of a Lonudou Minifter , and carried 
him to his own Lodgins within the Precindts 
of the Middle-Temple, where he gave the Gentle- 
man a handſom Entertainment, and a fight 
of the ſeveral odd Habits in which he dit: 
Suiz'd himſelf to the ſeveral ſorts of people 
into whoſe good Opinion he had infinuated 
himſelf. There the Gentleman faw his Or- 
ders from Rome, and an Inſtrument wherein 
he was aſſurd of, and had Orders to receive 
of certain Merchants in Town , a Hundred 
Pound per Anmm, belides a yearly Penſion 
of Eighty Pound from his Father. He pre- 
tended to this' Gentleman , that he was born 
at Wittenbergh, and that his Father's Name 
was Fohn White, and in the Writing he him- 
{elf was ſtiPd Fohawnes de Albis by the Court 
of Rome. He was both Jeſuit and Prieſt in 


Orders, for that to the ſame Gentleman's know- 
ledge 
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ſedge he celebrated Maſs in one Houſe in South. 
wark to more then Forty ; after which, upon the 
ſame day he viſited ſeveral Presbyterians and 
others. The ſame Gentleman continu'd in his 
Company for about a Month, till he was appre- 
hended, and by ſpecial Order from the Prote- 
&or impriſon'd in the Tower of London, where 
he lay above ſix Months. No wonder then, that 
he ſtook cloleſt to the Romiſh Church , for ſhe 
it ſeems was his beſt friend, and gave him the 
faireſt Allowance : what ſigniffd a little Impri- 
{onment for her ſake, who gave him a hun- 
dred pound a year to ſupport him in his tribu- - 
lation? | 

The next day Mr. Langhorn was brought to 
his Tryal at the fame Bar. A QCouncellor at 
Law, and one who got his bread by that very 
Law which he was plotting to ſubvert. An 
imprudent piece of Ingratitude, to forego the 
Law of his Country, which afforded him a ſub- 
ſtantial Employment, to catch at the ſhadow of. 
a Judge Advocate Generals place in treaſonable 
Hopes. 

The general ſum of his Charge was High Trea- 
ſon, for conſpiring the Death of the King, and 
endeayouring an Alteration both in Church and 
State. The particular Charge againit him was, 
© That in order to the accompliſhing, as much as in 
©himlay, theſe deſigns of his, he had wrote two 
Letters to be ſent to Rome, and St. Omers, to 
© procure aid from the Pope and the French King, 
© on purpole to introduce a change of the Religi- 
© 6n by Law eſtabliſh'd in the Kingdom, and to ſet 


© up the Romiſh Religion in the ſtead thereof. 
©That 
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©That Ne had wrote two other Letters to one 
© Anderton, ReCtor of the Engliſh Colledge of Je- | 


© ſuites at Rowe, and two others to be ſent to 
© St. Omers, «wherein he undertook to adviſe the Þ 
© means and ways by which the ſucceſs of thoſe þ 
© Treaſons might be made to anſwer their expe- Þ 
© tations. 

© That he had received ſeveral Commiſſions in þ 
© writing, tranſmitted to him by an Authority þ 
© that deriv'd it ſelf from the See of Rome ; which Þ 
© Commiſſions were for conſtituting Military Of- | 
© ficers to command in an Army which was to et- 
© fet their Treaſons by force. 

© That he was privy to all the Conlultations of 
© the reſt of the Conſpirators for carrying on the 
© srand deſign, and that he had 1ollicited the Be- 
©neditine Monks for 6000 /. for the ſame purpole, 
© and had notice from time to time of the Treaſons 
© and Confpiracy's of the Confederates. 

To make Good this Charge Mr. Dugdall and 
Mr. Praunce were both {worn to give a ſhort evi- 
dence of the reality of the Deſign in general. 
Which being done Dr. Oates was lworn to particu- 
lars, who thereupon depos'd, © That upon his re- 
© turn out of Spairt in November 1677. he brought 
<Letters from Mr. Langhorr'”s lons, the one in the 
© Teſuites Colledge at Adadria, the other at Yalla- 
* dojid, and that when the Witneſs told him that 
© he believ'd his Sons would both enter into the 
* Society, Mr. Langhorn ſhew'd himlelt not a lit-

© del of Wardour , Powtis, Bellaſis, and Petre, to 
© be Chancellor, Treaſurer, General and Lieutenant 
© General. Another for Coleman to be Secretary 


© of State, and another for himſelf to be Fuaze 
| © Advocate of the Army ; all which had: the Je- 

| ©ſuites Croſs upon them, and were ſign'd Pauls 
* D'Olva. 


That 
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© That he ſaw the Anſwer of Ze Cheeſe and 4:- 
© derton to Mr. Langhorns Letters, wherein they 
f affur'd the Fathers of their firmneſs to the Eng- 
<liſh Society, and that the French King would 
© certainly aſſiſt them for carrying on the work. 

©That Mr. Langhors, being the Jeſuites Sollici- 
*tor, went with Harcourt, Fenwick, Keines, and

Theſe little paſſes being all put by, and fin- \ 
ding himſelf ready to ſink, he catches hold of F 
the Saint Omers twigs, and flyes to the allega- þ 
tions of a ſhoal of young boys already baf'd | 
by the Verdi of a former Jury. The Court | 
however, fince he depended upon it, and defir'd | 
it, could not ayoid the trouble of a reexaminati- þ 
on of the {ame teſtimonies which had been heard | 


the day before. 
For the Priſoners ſatifaction therefore they 


were all examin'd over again, and the ſame | 
Evidence oppos'd againſt them on the King's be. þ 
half as had been at firſt. But this ſecond at- Þ 
tempt of thole forward ftriplings, rather made Þ 
a farther diſplay of the ſevere injunctions of Þ 
their Superiors then otherwile, and proy'd ra- Þ 
ther to the prejudice of him that-call'd them then F 
to his advantage. For their Teſtimony ſtill con- Þ 
tinu'd fo ſtarch'd, 1o ſtraight lac'd, fo fix'd to h 
the Months of Apr:! and May, that when they Þ 
were demanded any Queſtions - concerning any Þ 
other Months, they feemi'd as if they had not re- Þ 
ceiv'd Inſtructions to Anſwer them. Nay ſome of Þ 
them were fo confident-as to' ſay that April! and Þ 
May were onely the Months in diſpute, and Þ 
that they were not to Anſwer any farther. Which Þ 
ſo clearly evinc'd both the Court and the Jury Þ 


that they caine from School with a conn Leſ- 
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{on in their Mouths, that ſome perſons of judgment 
did believe their Superiors might have ſpar*'d them 
{o much loſs of time. 

This ſcene being over, and the Priſoner being 
call'd upon to ſpeak for himlelt, he did nothing 
elſe, but like a bad Logician, petere Principium ; 
and taking it for granted that the young Lads of 
St. Omers had ſpoken Truth , which was never 
granted, but rather credibly evinc'd by teveral 
Oaths to the contrary, would have thence infer*d, 
that Dr.Oate*s had given in a falſe Evidence,and for 
that reaſon was not to be regarded.

for Mercy from his Divine Majeſty, I do. declare to

Doctrine, but is a thing fo unjuſtifiable-and -unlay- 


tul, that I believe, and eyer-did, that no power on

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Earth can authorize me, or any body fo to do ; 
and for thoſe who have 1o falſly accuſed me ( as 
time, either in this World, or in the next, will 
make appear) I do heartily forgive them, and 
beg of God to grant them his holy Grace, that 
they may repent their unjuſt proceedings againſt 
me, otherwiſe they will in conclufion find they 
have done themſelves more wrong than I have 
ſuffered from them, though that has been a sreat 
deal. I pray God bleſs His Majeſty both Tem- 
poral and Eternal , which has been my dayly 
Prayers for him, and is all the harm that I ever 
intended or imagined againſt him.

This is all I have to fay concerning the 
matter . of my Condemnation, that which remains 
for me now to do, is to recommend my Soul in- 
to the hands of my bleſſed Redeemer, by whole 
only Merits and Paſſhon I hope for Salvation.

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HE words of dying perſons have been always 

cſteem'd as of greateſt Authority, becauſe 

uttered then, when ſhortly after they were to be 

cited before the high Tribunal of Almighty God,

Ard who ſo wicked among 
2;laith the ſame Oration,as not fo ſeethd: if Jacob 
Clements had not deeply drank of the Feſuites Poyſon, 
he would never have thought! of killing his Lord and 
Maſter * The Warlike Prowelſs and renown of 
Henry the Fourth, could not defend him from 
the Treachery of Barriere, countenanc'd and 
abetted by Yerade the Jeluite, and Aubry Curate 
of St. Andre des Arts, nor of that other Bejeſuited 
Enthuſiaſt, who confeſs'd that he had ſuckt all 
his King-killing malice from their Diabolical 
Oratory.

Strengthen, O Lord, they cry, this thy Arm, the 
Tiſtrument of thy revenge. Let all the Saints ariſe 
and ive place to Him. An invention of Men 
worie than Devils, enough to amaze Heaven it 

ſelf; which ſhews that the words of dying men | 
arc not always Oracles, when they go about to | 
deny the palpable text of Hiſtory to palliate - | | 
embodyed Villany. Nor was Mariana's Book | 
exploded, as Gawenaverrs ; but It 1s true that | 
care was taken by the Jeſuites to ſuppreſs both | 
Mariana and others, (for he was not alone) meer. | | 
Ivy out of neceſlity, and to divert the ſtorm 
that threatened them from the Court of Fr.nce.

for endeavouring to obtain their readmiſſion after 
they had been ejected by his Subjects, 

As for Father Harcourt, let it not ſeem ſtrange, 
for | find they were all alike in haſt to reach Hea- 
ven before Sun-ſet, that he ſhould pretend fo 
much ignorance of the Plot.

_ tTaid nothing ; For a man may be Guilty of all the

actual Crimes under Heaven ; and after that 
ſately ſwear himſelf as Innocent as the child un- 
born, in regard It is but a ſeeming aſleveration, 
and grounded upon nothing. 

However it ſhows a good bold ſpirit in dying 
Chriſtians, to put their tricks upon God an4 
Man, juſt as they are putting foot into the ſtir- 
rup for eternal Bliſs. Let it ſuffice then, that by 
this fallacy, which they have all laid ar the bot- 
tom, as the Baſis of tne reſt, all their prelimina-

Theſe were the Acts of Civil Juſtice in Ex- 
£land,while the Military Power finds work enough 
in Scotland to extinguiſh the Flames of a newly 
kindl'd Rebellion blow'd up by the common 
Beutifeus of Chriſtian War, Religion and Liber- 
ty. Forby the 7th of this month their Numbers 
were very much encreas'd, which encourag'd

Roſs oblerving their ſear, briskly at- 
rack'd them with his whote number, who ſo well 
behaved themſelves, that the Enemy was totally 
defeated, leaving ſixty ſix dead upon the place, 
and ten Priſoners, the reſt being totally ſcat- 
tered. 

Soon after the Earl of Merray s Steward In 
Downe, having intelligence that above a hundred 
new raisd Rebels were marching out of F:fe to 
the Rendezvouze, got together the Vaſſals and 
Tenants of his Lord, and having purſu'd the 
Rebels ſixteen miles through the Mountains at 
Iaſt overtook them, routed them, and took ten 
Pcitoners, among whom was one Hi, 'ndcrfſon, who 
was one of the Murderers of the Archbiſhop of. 
St. Andrews, whereby he forc'd them to ſcatter 
and fly into the adjacent Mountains. Of which 
the Lord Elphing ſroun having notice, he with ſome 
Gentlemen under his command, purſu'd them far- 
ther, killd ſome,and took above thirty Priſoners, 
and among them two of the name of Balfour, and 

ne Hamilton of Kinbell, three more of the Mur- 
thercers of the Archbiſhop. So that of that par- 
ty of the Rebels bardly one cſcap'd being kill'd or 
taken. 

The Gentlemen alſo of S:rathera having fallen 
1pon anotner party of the Rebels marching out 


of Fife, of them they kill'd ſome, and took a- 


bout forty Priſoners. 

At the ſame tine the Militia and Trained 
Pands of Edinbu; g0,. to the number of ſour thou. 
{:nd, took 2n oath to be faithful to his Majeſty, 
and 10 venture thei: lives and fortunes in ſupprel- 
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Theſe little skirmiſhes and petty v.Qories 
could not hinder but that the great Snow-ball {t1il 
increas'd. Sothat the ſanding ? Militia, and Heri- 
tors of foine ſhires, were "Catand=d ro ter 
ſeveral Rendezyouzes; thoſe of the Soutnern 
parts, near Ear7burgh, and nog of the Northern 

Parts, near Srerlins. To command which For- 
ces, his Grace the Duke of Monmoith Was Com- 
manded by his Majeſty ro repa'r forthwith 1n- 
to Scotland in obcihence to waich Order he 
arrivd at Edinburgh the 18th. of thi > MON, 
having rode polt all the way for Expedt- 
tion, 

The next day he went to the Army, tliat lay 
twelve miles from the City, at Moorhcad beyond 


Blackborn, and eight from the Enewy. And having 


ron for ſome proviſions, which he found wanr- 
from Edinburgh ; as foon «5 they arriv'd, he 
reloly'd to march againſ t the Rebels, who lay en- 
camp'd behind Bothwell-37; ze, in Elamiltos arh:. 
they being polted all :long the River, and the 
Bridge well barricado'd an: lin'd with Muſque- 
tcers. Accotdingly 02 Saturday the 21ft. of 
Fane in the evening} his Grace began his Marc! 
Major Oglethorp, being commanded ro lead ite 
Van, with five Troops ot the Engiiſh Dragoons, 
and a Inndred horſe commanded by the L. #7. 
His Grace follow'd with the reſt of the Horie 
and Dragoons,and 309. commanded Foot, About 
break of day the Van came un light of tho a 
 bels, who were all reaay drawn up in two 3B&- 
dies,though they had no more norice oi the Du Is 
March, than what they had from the light o: 


the Squldiers Matches. Major. Oglethorp with 
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nis party was commanded to march directly to- 
ward the Bridge, and draw up before it: ap- 
proaching ſo much the nearer, becaule it was 
found that the Rebels had barricado'd up the 
Bridge with Stones and 1imber, that render'd 
the paſs very difficult. 

The Rebels had poſted themſelves. very advan. 
tageouſly, for there was no coming to them but 
over that Bridge, the River Clyd running be- 
tween the two Armies. The Duke drew up the 
Army in Battle upon the height parallel to the 
River, in full view of the Rebels, which beins 
done, he went to vilit the Dragoons Poſt, about 
a mile diitant. Uponthe way he was met by a: 
Officer, who acquainted him that a Parley had 
been beaten, and deliver'd him a Petition ſent 
irom the Rebels, and fign'd by Robert Hamiltoz; 
in the name of Himſelf, - and the Covenanted 
Army in Scotland now in Arms, the Contents 
whereof were, That they had lain under great 
oppreſlions both in their Eſtates and Conſciences, 
which ' had. oblig'd them to have recourle to 
Arms tor their own preſervation, ' which they 
were willing to lay down, when the things ſet 
down in their Declaration were granted 
them. His Grace admitting of the Parley, there 
Caine out to him, Mr. David Hume, one of their 
Miniſters, with another Gentleman 5 who being 
ask'd what they came for? Mr, Humeanſwer'd, 
That they were inform'd that his Grace was a 
merciful perſon, that took no delight to ſhed 
plood, and ore that had nower to do them 
200d. : 
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His Grace made anſwer, That he ſhould he 
very glad, they would prevent the cftution of 
blood, and to that end he was willing to hear 
what they propounded. To which Mr. He 
reply'd, that all their Cclires were contain'd in 
their Declaration. And being demanded whether 
he meant the Declaration that pals'd undertheir 
name, and was fet up and proclaim'd at &ugland ? 
He anſwer'd, God forbid they ſhould own thar. 
But the Declaration he ſpoke of was one they 
had lately printed, a Copy whereof he had with 
him, and deſired liberty to read it; which being 
done, his Grace told them, That he ſuppos 4 
they would take it as a great proof of his Cle- 
mency and forbearance towards them, that he 
had Patience to hear ſuch a Libell againſt the 
Kings Perſon and Government read quite tho- 
rough : : But that he found no one Article in it, 
that he could poſſibly agree to, and therefore 
would make them a much ſhorter propoſal, which 
was, That if they would ingmediately lay down 
their Arms and ſubmit themfelves to his Maje- 
{ties Mercy, the Kings Forces ſhould not fall up- 
on them. Mr. Hume reply'd, thatit was impoſ- 
{ible to agree to that; tor that it would be to 
lay their heads upon the Block. Whercupon 
his Grace advis'd them to conſider well what 
they had to do; and to reflect a little whether 
that number of 1 men, ſewing him the Army, 
2S it was drawn up, were not ſufficient to ob- 
lige them to new reſolutions: to which the Mt- 
niſter made a brisk return, deſiring his Grace to 
take a view of the Covenanted Army, allirins 
hum, that every man he ſaw taere would: dye in 
| [!1C 
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the place where he ſtood, in defence of the Cove- 
nant. His Grace gave no fartner an{wer, but 
that a few minutes would (hew the I ruth of thar, 


if they refus'd his offer. 


The other Gentleman, who appear'd to be the 


more moderate, delir'd a Ceſſation of Arms tor 


one day; but being told that it was not to be 
expected that the Kings Forces ſhould grant that 
to Rebels, he preſs'd it for a quarter of an hour 
only. His Grace told them, 1t they would go 
and conſider, what he had ſaid, and ſend him 
their propoſals in writing, he would at any time 
when he heard their Drum, make a ſtand, to re- 
ceive their papers; though the fight ſhould be 
begun 5 and fo diſmiſt them. Immediately at- 
ter that, he: order'd the Cannon to advance, 
which was brought to the height oppolite to 
the Bridge, and while preparation was ma- 
king to fire upon them, they beat a ſecond 
Parley. | 
 Whereupon Majog Maine was ſent to know 
what it was they delir'd; who brought back a 
Letter to, this effect. That they had conſider'd | 
what had been ſaid, but could agree to nothing _ 
Icſs than what was in their Declaration. That 
they underſtood his Grace had brought with 
him from Ernzland ſome Terms of Accommo- 
dation; which it he would pleaſe to com- 
municate to them he ſhould haye their An- 
ſwer, if they were fuch as they could ac- 
cept. | 
Major Meine was iert back to acquaint them 
that a more latisfaftory Anſwer was expected, 
tacrefore they would do well to lock to them- 
| {elves ; 
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ſelves;and that their Officers might if they pleas'd 
retire from the Bridge, (who were come thither 
upon the accomprt of the Parley ) for that they 
ſhould hear from his Grace in another manner. 

As ſoon as they were retir'd, orders were given 
for the Cannon to fire ; which they return'd with 
ſo ſinart a Volley from the Bridge, that all the 
Gunners quitted the Guns ; but ſoon return'd to 
them again. Major Oglethorp- allo was order'd 
to make a Trench on the edge of the Hil to co- 
ver his men ; but before it was, finiſh'd, upon 
firing the Cannon againſt the Bridge, the Rebels 
began to run from it. Whereupon his Grace 
commanded Major Oglethorp to polleſs himſelf of 
the Bridge, but to advance no farther ; How- 
ever his men percelving the Rebels to retire be- 

fore them, could not be hinder'd from paſling 
the Bridge, and following them up fome part 
of the riſing ground. But then the Rebels 
obſerying their ſmall number , advanc'd upon 
them, and farc'd them to retire to the Houſes 
at the foot of the Bridge. Thereupon his Grace 
ſent three hundred foot to ſecond them, com- 
manded by the Lord ZLewviſtor, {on to the Earl of 
Linlithgow, who behav'd themſelves ſo well, and 
fir'd fo briskly upon the Rebels, that the Dra- 
goons and they forc'd the Rebels up the Hill 
again, They were 1mmediately ſeconded by the 
Regiment of Guards, and by tne Troop of 
Guards led by his Grace. No ſooner were 
thoſe Troops paſs the Bridge, but the 
Rebels fell torunning ; though they rallied a- 
gain upon Hamilton Heath, about a quar- 
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with the Traops that were already paſs'd, to 
the top of the Hill, and there made a halt, to 
give time to ſo many of the reſt of the Forces to 
come over, as would ſuftice to make the firſt 
Line. In the mean while theRebels were draw- 
ing up in Battle, directly oppoſite to the Duke, 
at what time his Grace obſerving that they were 
[trengthening their left wing, with a delign to 
take theadvantage ofa hollow ground ; he or- 
der'd his ownright to be ſtrengthen'd, and com: 
eve a hundred Highlanders of the Marquis 
Athol's Regiment to polt themſelves in that 

botion, , and the ive Troops of Engliſh Dragoon 
to ſecond them : which was no ſooner done, bu 
they advanc'd upon his Grace, as he was forming 
the lecond Line. The Dukes Highlanders, and 
their toot began the fight in the hollow ground ; 
but the Highlanders advancing too far were 
forced to retreat to the Dragoons. At the lame 

time, the Cannon fird upon their left wing, 
where their ſtrength lay ; but they had not fir'd 
above twice before their Horſe began to run. 
Whereupon his Grace order d Major Oglerthorp, 
with the Dragoons, Major 14ine, and Captain 
Clavere:, with their Troops of Horſe, and the 
Earl of Eglington with his Troop of Volunteers to 
purſue, while he follow'd himſelf, with the reſt 
of the Army, to the end of the Heath which was 
about a mile, obſerving ſuch a pace, as might 
not put his men into any diſorder.. The others 
puriyd the Rebels 1o cloſe, that there were be- 
tween ſeven and cight hundred {lain, and above 
twelve hundred ta! th CN - apumcnny So that. the 
heat of the bugneſs was over by one of the 
Clock. 
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Clock. Many of the Priſoners were ſorely wonnd- 
ed, whom his Grace caus'd to be dreſs'd by his 
own Chirurgion. 

The Priſoners of note were Joha Kidd, a Mi- 
niſter, and one of the molt factious among them ; 
Fohn King, another Miniſter, and one Mr. Carth- 
cart. A Captain of Foot was allo taken, and old 
Gorden, the Laird of Earlſton ſlain. The Pri- 
ſoners were ſent to Edinburgh, where they 
were ſecur'd by the Magiſtrates of that City. : 

July. 1679. 1 his growing Rebellion being 
thus nipt in the bud, by the fortunate conduct of 
his Grace the Duke of Bucclugh and Monmouth, 
His Majeſty was pleas'd to publiſh a Proclamati- 
on, commanding the Judges and all Magiſtrates 
to apprehend and puniſh all ſuch as ſhould tre- 
quent any field Conventicles (thoſe Rendezvoules 
of Rebellion ) according to the .preſcript of the 
Law;asalſo to proſecute with all legal rigour, the 
execrable Murtherers of the late Archbiſhop of 
St. Andrews : declaring withal that his Majeſty 
being deſirous to reclaim all ſuch as had been mul- 
led through ignorance or blind zeal, had accor- 
ding to the power reſerv'd to his Majeſty by the 
fifth Actin the ſecond Seſſion ol the ſecond Par- 
lament, ſuſpended the execution of all Laws and 
Acts againſt ſuch as frequent Houle-Conventicles 
in the Low-Countries on theSouth {ide of theRiver 
Tay;excepting the Town of Edinburgh,and 2 miles 
round the ſame, with the Lordſhips of 141fſelborong h 
& Dalkeith; the Cities of St. Andrews,Glaſgow and 
Sterling, and a mile about each of them. But 
that none under the colour of this favour might 


preſume to preach Rebellion, all ſuch as ſhould 
be 
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be ſuifer'd to preach, {ſhouldgive in their Names, 

and find Sureties to the privy 7 Council, for their 
gocd and |peaceable behayour : that but one 
Preacher ſhould be\allow'd to a Pariſh, and none 
to be allow'd that had appear'd againſt his Majeſty 
in the late Rebellion, nor none that ſhould be 
admitted by the non-contorming Miniſters in any 
time hereafter. 

This forbcarance to continue during his Maje- 
ſties pleaſure, 2nd as the Dillenters ſhall deſerve 
the {ame. 

Things being thus compos'd in Scotland, His 
Grace the Duke of Monmouth return'd for En- 
gland, where he had that reception from his 
Majeſty which his Valour and Conduct had well 
deſerv'd. 

With him the Series of the Hiſtory returns al- 
ſo; and being arriv'd at Londoy, tnere the firſt 
thing remarkable which it meets with 1s the Dif- 
{olution of the Parliament. To which purpoſe 
the King was pleas'd to iſſue forth His Royal 
Proclamation, That whereas the preſent Parlia- 
ment was lately prorogu'd till the 14th. of Au- 


gujr, the Kings moſt excellent Mayelty being re- 


jolv'd to meet his people, and have their adyice 
1 frequent Parhaments, had thought fit to dil: 
ſolve the preſent Parliament - and that he had 
given directions to the Lord Chancellor for 

the ifluing out of Writs for the calling of a new 
Parliament, to be holden on Tueſday the 7th. of 
October next enſuing. 

It was now a whole month ſince Mr. Langhorne 
had receiv'd ſentence of Condemnation. All 
this while he had been repriev'd, partly for the 

Jake 
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ſake of his Clyents, that he might iichargehim- 
ſelf of ſuch bulinels of theirs as he had in his 
hands; partly for his own ſake, to the end 
he might have retriev'd himſfelt from the ip- 
nominy of his execution by a eandid and ſincere 
Confeſſion. 

He had ſent a Petition to his Majeſty, wherein 
after he had given his Majeſty moſt humble thanks 
for prolonging his life ; he further ſer forth that 
he was Ignorant of the ſubjeft of the Earl of 
Roſcommons Letter, as Alo of the Grounds upon 
which it was written. That in obedrence to his 
Majeſties commands he had made the utmoſt dil- 
covery he could of the Eſtates he was command- 
ed to diſcloſe; and therefore beſought his Ma- 
jelty to grant him his Pardon, or at leaſt to give 
him leave to live, though 1t were abroad, and. 
in perpetual baniſhment, he having as he pre- 
tended fully obey'd his Majeſties Commands. 

But whether he ſpake truth or no, may be fair- 
ly appeal'd to the world. For it 1s impoſſible to 
think otherwiſe, but that 1t he had ſo fully and 
fincerely obey'd thoſe Commands which 1t was 
thought Lago & which no queſtion the inl;ght 
of a wile and diſcerning Council well knew he 
could perform, his Majeſty, ſo punctual to his 
Mercy, as they who have peculiarly taſted 1t, well 
can teſtifie, would never have ſwery'd in the leaſt 
rittle from the Grace which once he had offer'd 
him. 

So that when he ſaw ſo much confidence in a 
dying man, as to approach the throne of mer- 


cy with ſo much untruth , his fayonrable eye 


could not look upon that Canting Declaration 
Wiilch 
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which follow'd, but as the Speech of a Proſopopwin, 
hammer'd for him in the Popiſh Forge. By which 
figure, he might have enforc'd his Proteſta- 
tions ten times more ſolemnly, without any 
diſadvantage to his credit among his Con- 
tcilors. 

Having thus therefore ſpent a month in plauſi- 
ble prevarications, at length the fatal warrant 
came, by vertue whereof he was drawn to T: yburn, 
and there executed according to the Sentence 
pronounc'd againſt him. 

As for the Speech, which he left as a Legacy 
tothe world, believing he ſhould not have oppor- 
Lunity to utter it by word of mouth, 1t was no- 

thing but an abſolute denyal of what had been 1o 
clearly prov'd | again{l him. 

"Tis true, "twas farc'd with ſtrange imprecati> 
ons and ſolemn Aſleverations of his Innocency. 
But how true thoſe Proteſtations were, he him- 
ſelf diſcovers by a bold untruth, that unmantles 
the fallacy of all the reſt. For what man of rea- 
{on can imagine 1t poſlible that his Majeſty or 
the Council ſhould think his attainted life ſo con- 
{iderable, as to turn his Prieſts, and for his dear 
ſake, to taxc upon them the office of the Mint- 
ſtry, to convert him from Popery 2 "Twas very 
likely indeed that they ſhould offer him Grear Ad- 
vantazes, Preferments and Eſtates, after the judge- 
ment was againſt him, to make him forſake his Reli- 
£1025 as1f the King had wanted a Judge Advo- 
cate for his Guards. But when he cold not beg 
a Baniſhment, he was reſolv'd to beſpatter that 
favour of life which was offer'd him, only to be 
1ngenuous 1n the farther diſcovery of the foul i 
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ſigh wherein he was engag'd, but neither for his. 
parts or endowments. 2 a8 
Not long alter Sir George Wakeman, William 
Rumley, William Marſhall and Fames Corker, Bc- 
nediftine Monks were brought to their Tryals at 
the ſame Bar.

The Charge againſt Sir George Waheman was, 
that whereas there was a deſign among ſeveral 
of the Popiſh party to ſubvert the Government 
of the Nation, by altering the Laws and Religt- 
on therein eſtabli{h'd,and taking away the lite of 
his Majeſty, he the faid Sir George had underta- 
ken to do the latter by Poylon: Thay for that 
Piece of ſervice he was to have fifteen thouſand 
pounds,of which ſum he had already receiv'd five 
thouſand pound in part. And that for a further 
gratuity he had accepted of a Commiſſhon to be 
Phyſician General of the Army. 

That he receiv'd the Commiſſion from the 
Provincial of the Jeſuites in England ; and 
that he read it, kept it in his poſſeſſion, and 
agreed tOit, with a deſign to have enter'd up- 
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on his employment, ſo ſoon as the Army ſhould 
be rais'd. 

To make good the Charge, Dr. Oates was 
ſworn, and depos'd, That he ſaw a Letter of 
Sir George Wakemans, written to one Aſhby a Je- 
{uite, then under his directions at the Bath, where- 
in aſter he had given him the preſcriptions he 
was to obſerve, he ſent him word that he was al- 
{ur'd of a certain perſon that was to poyſon the 
Ring. 

That he was preſcnt when Aſhby ofter'd him the 
1c000 1. 1n the preſence of Harcourt and Ireland, 


| to poylon the King. 


'Fhat he refus'd it, not in abhorrency of the 
crime, but becauſe, as he f{aid, 1t was too little 
for ſo great a Work. 

That afrerwards five thouſand pound more 
was offer'd him, as he was credibly inform'd, 
by the order of the Provincial Whirebzcad. But 
that he certainly ſaw the Priſoners hand to a re- 
ceipt in the entry book, at Wild-houſe, for five 
thouſand pound, part of the faid fifteen thouſand 
pound. : 

Mr. Bealow depos'd, That he was in Harcourts 
Chamber, where he faw Harcourt deliver to Sir 
Coorge Wareman A Bill of two thouſand pound , 
which was charg'd, as he ſuppos'd, upon a Geld- 
{mith near Temple bar. And that Sir George upon 
receipt of the Bill, told Harcourr that 1t the Bill 
were accepted, he ſhould hear from him fuddeniy. 
That the Bill was accepted and the money paid,by 
the Confeſſion of Sir George to the Witnels. T hat 
the ſaid 2000). was ſoon after made up 5000 !. and 
as Harcourt told this Deponent, all upon the ſame 
accompt, and in part of the 15000/. | SLL 
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Sift George pleaded to all this, that he had bee 
left at liberty twenty four days after he had been 
before the Council ; and that upon Dr. Oatcs's 
being ſent tor to the Houſe of Lords to repeat his 
Evidence againlt SIr George, he confeſt there that 


| hedid not know Sir George Wakemans hand, and 


only knew the Letter in queſtion to be his Letter 
by being fubſcrib'd, G. Wakeman. Concluding 
irom thence that the Witneſs would have 
told more at that examination had he known 
more. ES. DN 

Towhick the Dr. reply'd, that he had been {o 
over-toyPd with watching, and ſearching atter 


_ perſons deteCted, thar he was not able to make 


good his charge. Which was alſo confirm'd by 
che teſtimony of Sr. Thomas Doleman. 

- But Sir Phzlip Floyd, one of the Clerks of the 
Council, was more cxprels in behalf of the Priſo- 
ner, who acknowledg'd indeed that Dr. Oates 
did make mention of Sir Georges undertaking to 
poyſon the King,as he had underftood by a Letter 
from Whirebread to Harcourt, and that he was 1n- 
torn'd by the ſame Letter that Coleman had pay'd 
him five thouſand pound of the filteen thouſand 
pound agreed upon :- But that being demand- 
ed of his own perſonal knowledge what he 
could tax Sir George withal , he ſolemnly de- 
ny'd that he had any thing more againſt 
hm. | 

To which the Doctor gave the ſame anſwer of 


his extreme weaknefs and indiſpolition as be- 
fore, 


O 2 Aſter, 
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After that Sir George recommended one obſer 
vation more to the Court, That'1in the DoCtore« 
Narrative , there was not one Letter which 
came from beyond Sea to which he did not ſwear 
poſitively both as to the date and as to the re- 
ceipt:& yet that inthe caſe of life he would not be 
confin'd to a Month. Concluding with a ſolemn 
Imprecation, and diſclaiming all the Crime in 
= Matter that had been charg'd againſt 

' 

Corker, Rimley and Marſhall were charg'd of 
being privy to the Conſult, tor killing the King, 
and to the carrying on the reſt of the grand de- 
ſign, toward which they had undertaken the ral- 
ſing and payment of 60001]. by the Benedictine 
Monks. 

As to Corker, Dr. Oates {wore him to be a Bene- 
dictine Monk, and privy to the promiſe of the 
6000 /. which was to be rais'd for carrying on 
the delign. 

That he gave Le Chaiſe, and the Engliſh Monks 
at Paris an accompt of the Jeſuites proceedings in 
England, and that he had a Patent to be Biſhop 
of London, which the Witneſs had ſeen in his 
hand; and that he diſpos'd of ſeveral parcels of 
money for advancing the deſign. 

That he was privy to the Grand Conſult in 
April , and excepted againſt Pickerings be- 
ing made choice of for killing the King, in re- 
2ard that he being engag'd to ſay High 
Maſs, an opportunity might be loſt in the mean 
FIMe, | 


Mr. 
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Mr. Bealow depos'd againſt Corker, that he had 
been with him in the Company of others at Some; - 
ſet-houſe, where he heard him diſcourſe in general 
concerning the Plot, of Letters of intelligence, 
and raifing an Army, what Azitators the Con- 
ſpirators bad in the Country, and what Intereſts 
they had made. 

As for Marſhall, he was charg'd by Dr. 0.::c5 
with being preſent when the fix th wh a pound 
was agreed upon, and that he made the 
lame exceptions againſt Pickerins that Corker 
had done. 

Mr. Bedlow depos'd againſt him, that he had 
carry'd ſeveral Letters to the Catholick pat- 
ty that were 1n the deſign, and particularly one 
to Sir Francis Ratclif. And that he had ſent 
Letters of his own twice to others concerning 
the lubverting of the Government, and 1ntrodu. 
cing Popery. 

Rumley was accus'd by Dr. Oates, of being pri- 


vy to the Conlult tor the railing the fix thoniand 


pound, and that he- pray'd for the ſucceſs of the 
Deſign. 

Corker offer'd in his defence, that got. knowiits 
his accuſations, he could not come with Evid en. 
ces to {upport his Plea. That -there was nv- 
thing more eaſie than to accuſe an innocent pet - 
{on, and that the Circumſtances ought to be as 
credible as the Witneſſes: of which there was 
neither to be found in his caſe;ufing many flouriſhes 
to move the Court and the Jury, raiſing his Argn- 
ments from Improbadbility of Witnelles, to main- 
tain his Allegations : and the more to invalidate 
theDr.'s teſtimony, he brovght witneſſes to teltifie 
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that one Srapleton was Prefident of the Benediftine x 
and not himielt, and that the ſaid Srapleron had fo 
been tor many years. 

Marſhall threw himſelf upon the Court, whom 
he beſought to manage his cauſe for him, as ha- 
ving had ſo much Tryal of their Candour and In- 
genuity. After which he made ſome flight re- 
tlections upon the Kings Evidence; and defir'd 
the Court to conſider how little concern'd he 
was at his being apprehended, which was no 
ſnail fign of his Innocency. But the main of 
his defence lay upon: this Streſs, that Dr. Oates 
was a ſtranger to him, and had miſtaken him for 
ſore other perſon ; which was evidently made 
out to the contrary : and beſide that, the Priſo- 
ner brought no proof of what he afhirm'd in that 
particular. | At length the Conclution of his de- 
tence was a {\mooth harangue, ad captandum popu- 
lim, and in juſtification of the Crimes of them 
that had already ſuffer'd : which becauſe it was 
look'd upon as an affront done to the Juſtice of 
the Court, he was delir'd to forbear his Flow- 
ers of Rhctorick, which were all to no pur- 
poſe. 2 

As for Rimley, there being but one Witneſs 
againſt him, he did not think it needful to trou- 
ble the Court with a defence, and indeed it was 
the opinion of the Court deliver'd to the Jury 
that they ought to diſcharge him. 

Upon the whole, it was the opinion of the 
Court that the Defences of the Priſoners were 
very weak, of which the Jury could not chooſe 
Bt axe notice, Ke 


The 
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latisfy'd was, Dr. Ozres's excuſe of his own weak- 
neſs and infrmity, for not giving his full charge 
againſt . Sir George Wakeman at the Council 
Board : Since he might have charg'd him in the 


{ame breath, that he denied that he had any thing 


more againlt him. 

Whether this or any other more prevall- 
10g argument . over-ruPd them, certain, it is , 
that the Jury found them all Nor Gmilty, and 
ſo, contrary to expectation, they ' vere all ac- 
quitted. ._ 

All this while his Majeſty kept his Court at 
Windſor, where in conſideration of the ma- 
ny and faithful ſervices perform'd unto him 
by the Right Honourable George Lord Viſcount 
Hallifax, Fohn Lord Roberts, and Charles Lord 
Gerrard Ok Brandon, he was pleas'd to confer upon 
them the Titles of Earls of this Kingdom, crea- 
ting the Lord Viſcount Hallifax Earl of Hallifax, 
the Lord Gerrard Earl of Newberry, Viſcount 
Brandon, which title was afterward chang'd into 
that of Macclesfeld; and the Lord Roberts Earl 
of Falmouth, Viicount Bodmin. 

And to ſhew that he took the ſame care of his 
Dominions abroad as at home, His Majeſty or- 
der'd recruits to be forthwith rais'd under the 
commands of Captain George Wingfeild,, Captain 
Charles Wingfeild, Captain William Laieley, and 
Captain William Matthews, to reinforce the Gar- 
Tiſon of T angter. 

At home the Fort of Sheerneſs,and the Garriſon 
of Portſmouth had both the Honour to be ſurvey'd 
by the King himſelf; who to that intent depar- 
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ted UPON the 2 Cth. of Fuly {rom Windſor to 
Hlanipton-Court, attended by the Duke of Atbes 
marle, and ſeveral of the Nobility, "and from 
thence in his Barge to Deptford }; where after he 
had taken a view of a new Third: rate Frigat 
call'd the Sterlins Caſtle, he proceeded on to 
Sheerneſs, and ſo forward to Portſmonth, where 
he ſafely ſoon after arriv'd by Sea; and having 
made a ſhort ſtay inthe 1own, return'd Again by 
Land to Windſor. 

Auguſt, 1679. Soon after his return, his Ma- 
jeſty was ſeiz/dby a fit of ſickneſs, which though 
Hodwins, kind to three Kingdomes, was pleas'd 
not to ſuffer to grow upon him, yet the ſhort 
continuance bred no ſmall terrour' aid conſter- 
nation 1n the hearts of all his - 1oyal Sol 
jects.

To which his Majelty was pleas'd to return for 
anſwer, Thathe had ever a high eſteem of his City

night, highly ſatisfy'd with the favour and treat- 
ment they had receiv'd. 

On the 17:h. of this month, His Majeſty re- 
turn'd to LZoxdon with the Queen and Duke of 
York, whereupon the Lord Mayor immediately 
gave order for the ringing of the bells and ma- 
king bonfires , which was perforn'd with all 
chearfulneſs and joy by the Inhabitants. Soon 
after, that 1s to ſay, upon the 27th. of this 
month his Grace the Duke of 7onmeorth took 
ihipping in one of his Majeſties Yachts for Hol- 
land, and the next day his Royal Highneſs the 
Duke of York departed tor Flanders.
